New York, Oct, 6,—Considerable excitement 
was caused amoug the members of the Lana 
League and Irishmen generally in this city to- 
day by the publicauoꝝ in the Jrish Nola ot a 
letter signed by Patrick Ford, the editor, an- 
pouncing the close of the Land-League fund, 
and deciaring that no more contributions for 
the Land League will be forwarded through the 
Irish World. This action, Mr. Ford says, is 
pupmpted by the fact that there is no longer a 

d League in existence. What was the Land 
League isa thing of the past, and in its stead 
appears that beggarly r its 
crouch and whine—the Mansion House Relief 
Committee. The bat ie being again passed 
around ‘for poor ireland.’ The heel bas been 
urmly put down on tae principle of the land for 
the people, Mr. Ford says, and it must not even 
be discussed. The class movement now going 
on in Ireland is of the very essence of Toryism, 
and no ope who believes in democracy or ua- 
tional justice can give more than half a quart 
to the balf-measure performance that is now 
being enacted. From the day of 

THE ‘KILMAINHAM TREATY’ 

it has been nothing but going backward, A 
quietus was put on the land agitation, the no- 
rent maultesto was withdrawn, public meetings 
were discountepanced, and finally the Ladies’

FIRE. 
A Loss OF ABOUT $125,000, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne. 

New York, Oct. 6,—A fire occurred this after- 
noon in the basement of the five-story building 
No. 471i Broadway, which runs through to No. 44 
Mercer street. The lower portion of the build- 
ing was occupied by Stern & Co., manufacturers 
of shirts and furnishing goods.

A FIERCE STRUGGLE,

New York, Oct. 6.—A flerce struggle has been 
going on over Union Pacific, which yesterday 
almost entirely monopolized the attention of the 
street, thrusting Louisville & Nashville into the 
background forthe moment. On that day over 
90,000 shares of Uuion Pacifie were bought and 
sold. The history of this fight is now common 
property.

A Beautiful Woman Whe Killed Eleven 
Persons with Her Own Hands—Siave« 
Dealers Deceyed into Her Hotel and 
Murdered—Pbhiladeiphia Negroes Care 
ried off, 

Georgetown (Del,) Correspondence Philadelphia Presa, 
Fifty yards from where I write stands the 

monument®ver the grave of Patty Cannon. 

Patty died while under sentence of death, and 

was buried in one corner of the jail lot in this 

town. There are a few who are of the opinion 
that she bribed the Sheriff and escaped, while 
some one else’s remains were interred at the spot 
mentioned as a ruse to cover her flight. The 
monument over her grave is nothing more than 
asmail shanty built to cover the new road ma- 
chine bought by the town, but the town fathers 
once selected and marked the spot as the site of 
Patty’s grave, and since then the mark has gone 
by the name of “Patty’s monument.“ Paty 
guined her notoriety by the crimes sbecom- 
mitted. When about to die sbe confessed to 
having killed eleven persons with her own hands; 
that she had been an accessory to many other

THE CROPS. 


Statistics Showing the Vield of Grain in 
Minnesota—Estimates of the Ohio 
Crops, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Triduna 

Sr. Pauw, Minn., Oct. 6—H. H. Young, Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Immigration, has 
prepared the following crop statistics for this 
year, the estimates being mainly based upon the 
results of thrashing operations and from the 
most reliable sources of information. They are 
therefore more worthy of consideration than 
the estimates of a month ago, the aggregates 
of which are reduced from 10 to 15 per cent. 

They are as follows: 


Wheat—Forty-four counties have been beard 
from, with a combined wheat area of 1.888.064 
acres, the mean average of the reported average 
yields being 14.00 busheis per acre, and twenty - 
six counties yet to report. The aver of these 
latter will dardiy equal those repo and 
average of the State at large will probably not 
exceed fourteen bushels from 2,566,605 acres. 
This would give a crop of 36,975,758 bushels for 
the entire State. 

Quts—Forty-one counties have reported, with 
an aggregate of 485.871 acres, the mean average 
of these reports being 42.93 bushels per acre. 
Ine counties yet to hear from embrace 964,54 
acres. Assuming that their average will nearly 
equal those heard from, the average for the 
State may be safely put at 40 bushels per acre, 
or a total yield of 97.000 from an aggregate 
area of 849,925 acres. 

Barle —Thirty-three counties re an 
170,683 acres, with an average of 22.42 
bushels. Assuming that 22.5 bushels will fairly 
represent the production of the remaining ter- 
ritory, and as the reported area in this grain is 
308,707 acres, that total yieid is estimated at 
6,068,407 bushels. 

Rye—But seventeen counties, with an aggre- 
gate area of 9,837 acres in this cereal, are re- 
ported, with a mean average yield of 17.2 bush- 
els. The area yet to hear from embraces 16,041 
acres. The mean average for the State is esti- 
mated at 17.83, which gives a total of 461,405 
busbeis. 

Corn—Reports from the corn crop justify the 
assertion that twenty bushels per acre is not a 
too liberal estimate, which is considered a good 
average, but the increased acreage this year 
will assure more than the usual quantity raised 
in this State. The number of acres is reported 
as 738,055, against 460,825 last year. 

Other crops—The potato yield ig reported 
much larger than usual, though in localities the 
vines suffered from blight. Buckwhéat was 
slightly injured by the early September frosts, 
but will yield as ordinarily. Sorgbum also suf- 

fered slightly from frost, and the yield will be 
oonsiderably reduced. 

COLUMBUs, O., Oct. 6.— The Ohio State Board 
of Agriculture publishes no regular crop report 
this month, but its Secretary, Mr. ChamDeriain,

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Another Effort to secure a Pool 
on the Colorado Business. 


The Bast- Bound War on the Roads Be- 
tween St. Paul and Ohioago. 


The Managers of the Roads West of the 
Missourt River to Meet in This City 
Next Monday to Settic Their Difficai- 
ties and to Arrange a New Pool on 
Color ado Trafic, 

It is probable that a meeting between the 
managers of the Union Pacitic, Burlington, and 
Atchinson, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroads will ve 
held in this city next Monday for the purpose of 
making fjacother effort to effect a pool on the 
business between the Missouri River and Colo- 
rado points. Mr. C. C. Wheeler, General Man- 
ager, and J. F. Goddard, General Freight Agent 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe. are now in 
the city, and the managers of the Union Pacific 
are expected here in a day or two. 

It is the general opinion that the roads will 
succeed at this meeting in settling their dim- 
culties, and that they will enter into a new 
pooling arrangement for the term of one year. 
As already stated, the manag of the three 
Colorado roads effected a poolink arrangement 
at a meeting in this city about two months ago. 
After the agreement had been drawu up and 
and managers of the roads were requested to 
sign it, the Union Pacitic manager refused to 
append his signature, on the ground that the 
agreement did not provide that the Burlington 
should build no more extensions into the Union 
Pacific territory west of Denver. As the Bur- 
lington people emphatically refused to enter 
into any such an arrangement all further nego- 
tiations between the three Colorado roads were 
broken off, and fora time it looked as if there 
would be a war on Colorado rates. After think- 
ing over the matter, however, the managers of 
these roads came to the conclusion that it would 
not pay to break the rates, and consequently 
they agreed to maintain rates until all means 
to secure an understanding regard the dis- 
puted points had been exhausted. Since then 
the Presidents of the roads in the East have 
been considering the matter, and the result is 
that the managers have been instructed to hold 
another meeting and see if they cannot 
effect a compromise. The principal points, 
it is stated, bave already been agr upon by 
the Presidents of the three roads, and it is the 
general opinion tat the wnanagers at their meet- 
iu next Monday will readily agree upon a new 
pooling agreement. 

It seems from explanations lately made that 
there was a misapprebension regarding the de- 
mand of the Union Pacific peopie that the Bur- 
lington should build no more roads west of Den- 
ver. The Burimston people believed that the 
Union Pacitic wanted to exact such a pledge for 
ten years, the term of the old “ tripartite agree- 
meut between the Union Pacific, Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fé, and Denver,& Rio Grande Rail- 
ways, because the Union Vacitic placed its 
claim that such clause should be inserted into 
the new agreement, for the reason that the 
old one provided that the roads sbould 
keep out of each other's territory. 
Tne Union Pacitic managers state that it was not 
their intention that the Burlington should agree 
not to build sny more lines west of Denver for 
ten years, but —5 that it should agree not to 
bulid any new lincs into the Union Faciltic terri- 
tory during the term of the new agreement, 
which was for one year only. Since it bas been 
stated by the Buriiugton people that although 
they would not —— to anything that prevents 
them from extending their road in Colorado, they 
have no ſutention to build any more new lines 
west of Denver at present, and it is understood 
that the Union Pacilic people have receded 
from their previous position, and wii! not insist 
upon any such pledge from the Buriingtoa. 
It is claimed that the objectof the Union Pacific 
in refusing to sign the new pooling agreement 
after it had been drawn up was not so muc be- 
cause the Burlington would not pledge itse!f to 
keep out of the Union Pacific territory west of 
Denver, but because it wanted a rearrangement 
of the percentages agreed upon in this city. 
The Union Pacilic people. it is said, found after 
mature deliberation that it had allowed the Bur- 
lington and Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé larger 
percentages of the business than it should have 
done, and the only way in which they could 
force a rearrangement of the percentages with- 
out laying itself open to censure was by bring- 
ing up the matter about the Burlington exten- 
sions in Colorado Thus the principal matter 
to be settled by the mavuagers of the

A settlement 
of the difficulties between the roads west of 
the Missouri River will dave a sajutary 
elfect upon the various is between Chicago, 
St. Louis. and Missouri River points. and will 
greatly belp them in carrying out their agree- 
ments, for it is generally conceded that a war 
between the roads west of Missouri River wouid 
more or less affect the roads east of there. It is 
believed the genera! meetings of the Southwest- 
ero Railway Association and the lowa Trunk- 
Line and lorado Traffic Associations, which 
were to have been held in this city Oct. 5, were 
postponed until Nov. 1, owing to the probability 
that the rvads west of the Missouri River would 
in the meantime settle their difficulties and 
agree to pool their business. 


High Hates Charged by the Central Pa- 
cifle—Savage Attack upon President 
Stanford for Perverting the Facts. 
The San Francisco Chronicle savagely attacks 

the Central Pacific management. It says there 

is no method, however unfair or disreputabie 
that it does not resort to in order to facilitate 
the work of gouging the peopie of California. 

The Chronicle says: 

Notwithstanding combinations of advantages, 
Mr. Stanford utterly fails to deceive the people. 
His resorts to giaring misstatements regarding 
the average rate charged for transporting 
freight and passengers over his roads force the 
conviction upon all excepting empioyés or hire- 
lings of the railroad that the Central Pacific bas 
no valid defense to make, and that its President 
is adding insult to injury by bis clumsy perver- 
sion of facts. 

Ou Aug. 26 Leland Stanford stated in his open 
letter that the average freight rate over his 
roads was 2 cents, and the aversge passenger 
rate was 2.47 cents per mile. Four days after 
the Crrontcle exposed Mr. Stanford's misstate- 
ments, and neither he nor any of bis bired 
organs have sinca attempted to refute the 
Chronicle's charges that the President of the 
Central Pacific Rallroad had resorted to faise- 
hoods in his open letter. The Chronicle chal- 
lenged a refutation of its charges, but the cor- 
poration ie silent, and for the simple reason 
that it can make no defense without 
furtber imbedding itself in tbe mire of 
falsehoods.

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Company, which bas hitherto operated its own 
sieeping-cars, bas concloded that the popularity 
of its lines with the traveling public and the in- 
terests of its stuckholders will be better served 
by securing the service of the Pullman cars. It 
has therefore concluded a contract fora term 
of fifteen years with Pullman's Palace-Car Com- 
pany whereby the utter acquires alli the sleep- 
ing-Cars pow running on this road. and will 
benceforth conduct this branch of the service 
vn all the 4,500 miles orsoof the rallway com- 
pany'ssystem. As the Pullman Company al- 
ready operates over the Union Pacific and 
Northern Pacific Roads, as well as over lines 
east from Chicago, it Bas now a continuous 
service trom the Atlantic to the Rocky Mount- 
ains, which will soon be extended to Oregon on 
the north and very likely also to California on 
the south.

Cons ently the traveling public would be in- 
sured © mast perfect accommocations every- 
where. Certainly the consolidation of railway 
lines bas operated in this way, giving splendid 
road and 1 through cars and fast time, 
in place of the bad tracks, shanby cars, and 
miserable train service which characterized the 
“plug roads” of the ante-consolidation era, 
The sieeping-car companies of the country are 
now reduced to three—the Pullman with about 
900 ears, the Wagner with 250, and the Woodruff 
with about seventy. A few companies run their 
own sieepers—among them at present the Balti- 
more & Ohio, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba, 
and Central Pacitic. On the other hand, several 
companies have tried the experiment and aban-

FLOODED VERONA. 


The Entire City Inundated, and Over 
Thirty Lives Lost. 

Verona is in tears. A terrible misfortune, says 
the correspondent of the London Telegraph, has 
befallen the city or the Scaligers, of Dante's 
banishment, and of the ill-starred lovers Romeo 
and Juliet. Across the continent, from Antwerp 
to Venice, there has been a continuous down- 
pour of rain for weeks past, and beavy snow- 
storms have descended upon the Swiss and 
Italian Alps and the Austrian Tyrol. Such bad 
weather at this season of the year is almost un- 
precedented. In the Bernese Oberland ava- 
lanches bave poured down the mountain's side 
with a noise like that of thunder. The rivers 
are swollen and turbid, and mighty masses of 
rock tumble down from great hights into the 
valleys, sometimes blocking the roads across the 
passes. From the Austrian Tyrol the melted 
snow, belped by the frequent and heavy rains, 
hal so swollen the Adige that whole tracts of 
country are submerged, trees are washed out of 
the ground by the roots, and besides the damage 
done to other piaces in Italy by similar mis- 
fortunes Verona 4 =e huge = 

As long ago as Friday iast e people were 
warned “Of the threatened danger which found 
them still unprepared in the early bours of 
Sunday morning. In the middle of the night 
the Adige swelled and swelled, drowning them 
while they siept. No exact computation can be 
made of the actual number of deaths, but it is 
supposed that at least thirty persons are lying 
dead io the ruins of the fallen houses on the 
banks of the rushing river. Communication is 
entirely cut off between Verona and Venice. 
The — bridge is so much damaged that it 
is impossible for trains to pass over to the cities 
and towns of the Gulf and the Adriatic. Milan 
and Verona are full of — — tourists, unable 
to go forward and unwilling to return. Two 
bridges spanning the Adige at this spot have 
been entirely carried away—one ao iron struct- 
ure, erected at great cost last year, the other of 
solid masonry, dating from the fourteenth cent- 
ury. Looking down upon the city from the 
lofty summit of the Scaligers’ watch-tower, the 
falien buildings on the opposit bank of the river 
are piainly visible, and dead bodies can be seen 
lying upon the floors of houses with their froats 
off. The water is almost as high us the roots of 
the ground-floor rooms for a considerabie space 
along the river’s bank. 

Yesterday the entire city was flooded. The 
bakeries and flour stores have been destroyed, 
and but for public charity Verona might have 
been reduced to a state rdering on famine. 
Every partof Italy bas sent contributions of 
tod, Milan alone forwarding both yesterday and 
today as many as 1,520 kilos of wheaten loaves, 
which are being sold to the inhabitaots at fixed 
and moderate prices. railway trains cau- 
not approach the city proper wearer than the 
Porta Nuova station, three-quarters of a mile 
off. Today the flood has partially subsided, but 
the ordinary carriage-ways are still navigated 
by boats and rafts.

It will not be wise to build too much 
on this movement. The great bulk of the 
Irish vote always goes to the Democratic 
party, without any regard to any signs öf de- 
faction that may be noted.

We do not say that the clergy 
use their influence in behalf of the Demo- 
cratic party, but the fact is that nine-tenths 
of the Roman-Catholic vote, both German 
and Irish, is cast for Democratic candidates. 
It is a condition of things worthy of more at- 
tention than is ordinarily bestowed upon it. 
Other churches are divided in politics. There 
are nearly as many Democrats as there are 
Republicans among the Episcopalians, the 
Methodists, the Baptists, the Unitarians, and 
other Protestant denominations, while the 
Roman Catholic Chureh is practically solid 
for the Democracy. This fact is formidable 
in many respects, and the public men of the 
country cannot afford to ignore it.

AN INDUSTRIAL PARLIAMENT. 

Wen ce first Trades-Union Congress 
met in Manchester sixteen years ago, con- 
servative England shivered with apprehen- 
sions of communism and revolution. This 
year the London Times greets it with, che 
remark that of all the congresses for which 
the autumn Is the signal not one excels this 
in practical interest.“ Nothing could better 
than this utteranceexplain the reversal of pub- 
licopinionin England about the organization 
of labor. During the interval there has been a 
steady growth in the constituency represent- 
ed by this congress. When it met for the 
second time in 1869 the trades-unions which 
sent delegates had a membership of not 
more than 250,000. The recent congress 
represented 126 societies, with 510,592 mem- 
bers. In 1875 the delegates in the con- 
gress sat for $18,082 members. This was dur- 
ing the pinch after the panic of 18738, when 
the number of workmen who would crowd 
into unions that provided rellef as well as 
reform would naturally be at the maximum. 

During the sixteen years of congresses 
the legal position, at least, of the Brit- 
ish workingman has changed greatly 
for the better, even if, as so many 
of his advocates claim, his material con- 
dition continues one of deepening pover- 
ty. Under the old law for an English work- 
ingman to break his contract was a criminal 
Offense; for the master to break the contract 
was only a civil offense. This injustice has 
been reformed. .Trades-unions had no rights 
that the law would recognize, and their offi- 
cers could emberzle the funds with im- 
punity. The law now regards it as much 
theft to steal from a body of workmen as 
from a workman. The conspiracy laws have 
been abolished as far as concerns labor con- 
tracts, and legislation has been obtained 
which makes the employer responsible 
for injuries which happen to his workmen 
prouxh his negligence or parsimony. 

In the deliberations of this industrial Par- 
liament, ahd in the changes in the laws of 
the country which it has demanded of the 
political Patiiament, there has been an ab- 
sence of the revolutionary and socialistic 
that is nothing less than remarkable. While 
writers like Hyndman in the Nineteenth 
Century describe the working classes of En- 
giand as ripe for a bloody readjustment of 
social conditions no gleam of any such lurid 
temper is seen among the workingmen them- 
selves. Mr. Michael Davitt and a member of 
Parliament visited the recent congress to-

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number of saloons to 300. If Copenhagen 
has a populauon of 250,000, there was under 
the old rézime one saloon to every 190 peo- 
ple; now there will be one to 830 or 840 peo- 
ple. In Chicago there is one saloon to about 
130 people, or more saloons in proportion 
than there were in Copenhagen before the re- 
duction was made. 

In Germany the regulation of the saloon 
business proceeds uvon the same theory, 
with the important difference that beer and 
wine are the staple beverages, and greater 
liberality can be shown to the saloonkeepers 
without Injury to public health, morals, and 
order. A correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Gazette has made a synopsis ot the German 
laws regulating the liquor traffic, which 
shows them to be “ voluminous, specific, and 
severe, and applying to the traffic in all its 
relations and details.” In the first place, a 
permit is required, which distinguishes be- 
tween the sale of spirituous liquors and the 
sale of wine and beer, and is issued under 
strict @nditions as to location and the re- 
sponsibility of the applicant. The law pro- 
vides that “the proper official authorities 
shall be convinced of the usefulness and 
necessity of such enterprises.“ The au- 
thorities” in Germany are not dependent on 
saloon influences tor their retention in of- 
fice. Ilotels, wine and beer houses, and 
liquor-saloons are regulated separately for 
the purpose of discriminating against 
the consumption of what is generally 
designated in this country as whisky, 
and a higher tax is assessed upon the 
sale of the latter. Particular attention is 
given by the authorities to the number of 
drinking-places, and a reduction thereof may 
be made whenever they become too numer- 
ous, as was done in Copenhagen not long 
ago. The law also requires special permis- 
sion of the police to sell on holidays or at the 
public fairs. Dance-houses and music-halls 
require a separate permit, and are plaeed un- 
der special surveillance, City officials, mine 
superintendents, proprietors of factories, and 
other classes of citizens intrusted with pub- 
lic responsibilites are not permitted to en- 
gage in the liquor traffic, and saloons are not 
allowed within a mile of any factory. Spe- 
cial hours are designated in many places 
when the saloons must close on Sunday, and 
itis almost universally required that they 
shall not be kept open after midnight. The 
laws are strict in regard to the sale of liquor 
to minors and drunken people. The rule of 
location is that saloons shall not be opened 


in the vicinity of schools or churches, that 


the entrance shall lead directly to the room 
where liquor is sold, and that police super- 
vision shall be rendered convenient and easy 
by all the arrangements. Heavy fines and 
severe penalties are attached to violations of 
the law. 

It cannot be doubted that if the saloon 
business in this country were regulated upon 
the same principles the prohibition agitators 
would not secure the attention and cre- 
ate the distyrbance which they are now 
able to do. Let every effort to increase li- 
cense fees, which is the only practical means 
for limiting the number of saloons in Amer- 
ican cities, meets with resistance from the 
very classes who would find therein the 
surest protection against prohibition, in this 
city 2,000 saloons, would serve to supply all 
reasonable demands of the drinking classes, 
whereas there are twice that number. If the 
saloon-license fee were raised from $52 a 
year to $300 a year for the privilege of 
selling liquor, and $150 a year for the 
privilege of seiling wine and beer alone, the 
number of saloons would probably be re- 
duced one-half, the city revenue from licenses 
would be more than doubled, public order 
would be more easily enforced, vagabondage, 
drunkenness, vice, and violence would be 
diminished in proportion, the saloonkeepers 
would be more responsible and more re- 
spectable, and the extremists who advocate 
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a chimney, a fan is used to exhaust the air in 
the furnace, and thus produce a draught. 
To produce a chimney dfaught consumes 
25 to 35 per cent of the heat of a fire, while 
the fire fan costs but 3 or 4 per cent of the 
fuel used. This use of the fan lessens the 
tension of the air In the furnace—that is, it 
makes it less solid, and permits it to unite 
more easily with the gaseg to be burned. 
The air thatis admitted to the fire is sub- 
divided. Part of it passes through the 
coal as in ordinary fires. Part of it, 
heated by passing in tubular grate bars un- 
der the fire, but not through it, unitesina 
combustion chamber with the gases that are 
given off by the coal. When fresh fuel is 
put on the fire the air from below is shut off 
entirely, while the flue-fan continues at work 
until the new fuel has been thoroughly heat- 
ed. The coal durme this process lies and 
distills as it would in aretort. Meanwhile 
air is being supplied to the gases rising from 
it, and the result is a fierce heat from what 


‘is usually thrown away up the chimneys. 


At the proper moment the lower draught 
doors are opened and air is drawn into the 
solid part of the fire for the combustion.of 
the coal itself. The same lever that lets air 
into the gas shuts it off from the coal. The 
size of the openings is carefully calculated 
80 as to supply air in variable quanti- 
ties, and the adjustment is so nice that the 
ideal result is attained of using only twelve 
pounds of air for each pound of fuel burned. 
Important parts of the economies of con- 
trolled combustion are the contrivgficés by 
which the air that is mixed with the’ is 
first heated, and by which the burning gases, 
after they have dune their work under the 
boiler, are made to heat the feed-water which 
is to be put into the boiler. This is done so 
thoroughly that part of the feed is in the 
shape of steam. Gases that come out from 
under the boiler heated up to 1,000 degrees 
are stripped of 800 degrees of their heat be- 
fore they are finally diac hurged from service. 
In the application of the process to locomo- 
tives a little engine within the engine drives 
the fan by which a powerful draught can 
be kept up, even when the locomotive is at 
rest. There is no exhaust steam draught, 
and the heavy resonant noise locomotives 
now make will be heard no more. After 
steam has been generated, and the feed 
water heated, enough heat is left to warm 
and ventilate the cars. Coal stoves in cars 
will be done away with, and the railroad 
passenger will be relieved from his most 
constant companion—the apprehension of 
being burned alive like the victims at Spuy- 
ten Duyvil. 

If controlled combustion can accomplish 
what its inventor believes it can, we are on 
the eve of a very great extension of the in- 
dustries driven by steam. The public will 
wait impatiently for the fruition of the 
promises of this invention. It has been 
sadly disappointed by the phonograph, De la 
Bastie’s unbreakable glass, and Mr. Hugh 
McCulloch’s Neptunite, which was to make 
all things water, and grease, and wine proof. 
It will hope for better things of controlled 
combustion. 

THE HON. WILLIAM ALDRICH. 

The result of the recent Republican Con- 
vention in the First District of this State, in- 
volves the retirement of the Hon. William 
Aldrich from Congress at the close of his 
present term. Mr. Aldrich has been three 
times elected to the House of Representa- 
tives. He was a plain, unpretentlous mer- 
chant; he claimed and pretended to be noth- 
ing more than he really was; he was not 
an orator, but was always able clearly to 
state his views, and present his 5 all the 
more effectively because he was frank and 
direct, and spoke with the earnestness which 
is best inspired by truth. He was no states- 
man in the sense of being the originator of 
policies or a master of political tactics. He 
did not claim to be superior in knowledge to 
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streets a much cheaper and much brighter light. 
A great deal of mind is just now expended on 
the improvement of lighting, but nobody gives 
us the thing most required—a bright, cheap 
light, which can be carried about in the hand. 
Candles give uo light, and lampe are trouble- 
some and dirty, besides involving the danger of 
explosion. What is wanted is a metal pencil, 
which will burn twelve bours without renewal 
and give the light of an ordinary fish-tail gas- 
burner. 

Tue well-known Vienna mixture, under 
the use of which some 6,000 operations have 
been performed without a single accident, cou- 
sists of three parts of ether and one of chloro- 
form: the Biliroth mixture is composed of 
three parts of ether, one of chloroform, and one 
ot alcohol. Recently Dr. Crombie has advised 
the oqmbined use of morphia and chloroform in 
producing and maintaining surgical anesthesia: 
he considers that this expedient, originally pro- 
posed by Claude Bernard, nas not received the 
attention it deserves. According to this, at the 
moment when the administration of the chioro- 
form is being commenced, one-sixth of à grain 
of morphia should be administered bypoder- 
micaliy—the result of such precaution being that 
the subsequent anesthesia is quiet and sleep- 
Uke, and may be prolonged for an indefinit 
period with quantities of chloroform which 
would be quite inadequate under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. In operations about the mouth 
and face, where the continued administration 
of an anesthetic is inconvenient, the projlonga- 
tion of the effects of the chiorofurm thus secured 
by the combination with morphia is declared to 
be especially advantageous.

A FEW days ago a pupil in the State Nor- 
mal School at Castleton, Vt., was discovered to be 
crying very hard.

PREVENTING SMOKE VS. CONSUMING 
SMOKE. 

The simple idea that the way to consume 
sinoke is to preventit from being made has 
been embodied by an engineer of New York 
in an invention which, if it does all that is 
claimed for it, will give him rank next to 
Watts and Stephenson. In his recent ad- 
dress Dr. Siemens said that the use of gas 
for fuel in place of coal was not likely to be 
long delayed, and expressed the opinion that 
the consummation of this new process would 
mark the greatest advance in industry since 
the introduction of the steam-engine. Some- 
thing more important than this has been ac- 
complished by Mr. E. J. Mallet Jr., in what 
he calls controlled combustion. He appears 
to have really achieved a perfect combustion 
with a saving of about 50 per cent of fuel. 
His apparatus is simple, and may be applied 
at moderate outlay to ordinary boilers, 
whether in factories, steamships, or loco- 
motives. 

There is no smoke. Chimneys are abol- 
ished. The smoke is not consumed; it is 
simply not generated. The tall chimney- 
stack connected with the boiler in East 
Eighteenth street in New York, where Mr. 
Mallet has been conducting his experiments 
for the past year, never gives off any smoke, 
When his invention has been adopted steam- 
ships will sail the ocean blue without the 
stacks fifty feet high and sixteen feet in 
diameter that now disfigure them. The 
waste carbonic acid gas, with some nitrogen, 
will be poured invisibly out of a porthole. 
Locomotives will also run without smoke- 
stacks, with a great gain to the lookout of the 
engineer and an enormous increase of com- 
fort to the passenger who is always getting 
a cinder in his eye. A locomotive of this 
style is now being built for the Erie Rail- 
road. One of thé great insurance companies 
of New York is about to adopt the Mallet 
plan of controlled combustion.

THE CESSION OF THE CANAL. 

We publish this morning a timely note from 
Mr. John C. Dore cailing attention to the act 
of the Legislature ceding the canal to the 
United States on certain conditions and for 
certain purposes. ‘ 

The voters of this State have submitted to 
their approval or rejection at the coming elec- 
tion this proposition to cede to the United 
States the IIlinois & Michigan Canal. ‘This 
act is to have no effect unless approved “ by 
a majority of all the votes polled at such 
election.“ The form of the ballots to be 
voted at this election is to be “For the act 
ceding the Illinois & Michigan Canal to 
the United States,” and unless the same be 
eanceled with ink or pencil shall be counted 
for the act; but if so canceled shall be 
counted against the act. The act requires 
that it shall be approved by a majority of 
all the votes polled at the general election.” 
The whole vote at said election, with the 
votes for the adoption or rejection of the act, 
are to be canvassed, and the act is to go into 
effect or not as the returns may indicate. 

Wedonot understand that there is any 
serious objection to the adoption of this act. 
Substantially it means that in consideration 
of its cession, “the canal shall be enlarged 
in such manner as Congress may determine, 
and be maintained as a National waterway 
for commercial purposes, to be used by all 
persons, without discrimination, under such 
rules aud regulations as Congress may pre- 
seribe.” The grant of the property to the 
United States is upon the condition that Con- 
gress shall appropriate the comparatively 
small sum that is needed to complete the im- 
provement. 

At first it was thought that a mere major- 
ity of votes cast upon this act would be all 
that was needed to give legal approval to the 
act, in which ease it would take effect at 
once, but the law submitting the question 
seems to require a majority of “all the votes 
polled at such [general] election ” to be in 
favor of the act of cession. In that case it 
will require direct affirmative votes. All the 
baliots are required to be printed “ For” the 
act, and there is no negative ballot; all the 
votes polled in which “For” is erased or 
canceled, and all ballots polled without the

SALOON RBEGULATION ABROAD. 

There is now, and there is apt to be from 
time to time, considerable agitation over the 
liquor question in various European coun- 
tries, But this agitation abroad never takes 
the shape of legal prohibition, except as to 
local option, which amounts merely to giv- 
ing small towns, suburban settlements, and 
villages the privilege of forbidding the sale 
of liquor within their own narrow confines. 
The reason why the European Governments 
are not pestered with the delusion of meking 
people good by law is because the liquor 
traffic is regulated strictly by the police and 
made to conform to the interests of public 
order. The police rule in many countries is 
to limit the number of saloons to what is 
called the “necessities” of the drinking 
classes. By this it is meant that the saloons 
shall not be so abundant as to encourage 
drinking and loafing. In Copenhagen (Den- 
mark) recently the number of saloons was 
reduced by order of the Council from 1,330 
to 300, and the license-fee was raised 
from about $80 to about $140. This sum- 
mary procedure would not be practicable ina 
community where the saloon-interests are 
potent in shaping the election of the Council 
and where saloonkeepers compose a consid- 
erable part of the City Legislature. But it 
was found in Copenhagen that the consump- 
tion of spirits was a growing evil, that 1,330 
saloons afforded altogether too much facility 
for obtaining liquor, and that the temptation 
to drink and laziness would be abated while 
the reasonable requirements of the drink-

AT CATRO.

London Spectator, Sept. 23. 

The feeling of Europe on the occupation of 
Cairo is much divided. The Germans and 
Austrians apparently intend to support British 
proposals, if they involve no annexation. The 
Russians, French, Italians, and Spaniards are all 
bitter, loudly demand that Engiand shall submit 
to Europe, and insist that we promised to re- 
store the status quo. These, however, are the 
opinions of journalists, among whom, especially 
in Italy, the ex-Khedive Ismail may have some 
influence, and the statesmen, M. Gambetta ex- 
cepted, have not yet spoken. His journal pleads, 
with almost pathetic reiteration, that Britain 
will be most unwise to irritate France in Egypt, 
and should therefore restore the Joint Control. 
it may, however, be stated that, speaking 
broadly, Central Europe is content, Russla sus- 
picious, France sore with jealousy, and the 
Mediterranean States enraged. Italy and Spain 
alike appear to dread some result which is not 
defined, but which may possibly be French as- 
ceudency on the south coast of the Mediter- 
ranean. There can be no doubt that Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, in taking Tel-el-Kebir, took Tunis and 
Western Algeria, if not Morocco, for the French. 

EGYPTIAN HATRED OF THE KHEDIVX. 
London Spectator, Sept. 23. 

Sir Garnet Wolseley has given the Kheaive a 
guard of Bengal cavalry. He is right, and will 
be right if be takes very rigorous or even ex- 
cessive precautions for Tewfik’s safety. Egypt 
is not fanatical, but there are a good many fa- 
natics in Egypt, and they must bate the Khedive 
very bard. Moreover, it is the weak poiut of 
our position and of the whole situation that 
Tewhtk's life isa great deal too important. His 
death would make a frightful confusion, and 
might compel us to appoint an English Regent 
for his son. Our moderate plaus would not 
be worth much if a Mussulman Prince of the 
regular type mounted the throne; and in Con- 
stantinople, while they are shrewd enough to 
see that, they are not overburdened with 
scruples. The British Government will be wise 
for six months to watch over Tewtik as Eurdpe- 
an sovereigns are now watched over, and to se- 
cure native Indian aid in doing it. The Indians 
can be trusted, and they are capable of sleep- 
less precautions such as no European would 
keep up for a week together.

HONORS TO M. GODON. 


A Scene on Board the Minerve Quite 
Equal to Anything in Comic Opera. 
New York Sun, Oct. 4. 

On the morning that the French frigate 
Minerve arrived at this port, Leon Godon, of 
SO West Fourth street, received a telegram 
from a friend that the vessel was at anchor 
off Fortieth street, North River. He at once 
arrayed himself in his best clothes and went 
to the pier at the foot of West Fortieth 
street. Ille saw the launch of the frigate, 
containing an officer and a dozen sailors, 
near the end of the pier. The officer was 
evidently expecting some one. When 
he saw Mr. Godon he tipped, his hat and 
asked him it he wanted to go aboard the 
Minerve. Mr. Godon tipped his own hat in 
return, produced his telegram from his 
pockef, and said he did. As Mr. Godon 
stepped into the launch the sailors peaked 
their oars. Then they rowed Mr. Godon out 
to the frigate. As the launch approached 
the frigate the marines were seen forming in 
line on the deck, and when Mr. Godon, after 
being politely assisted up the Side of the 
Minerve by the officer of the lauuch, put his 
foot upon the deck, the marines presented 
arms, the commander of the frigate walked 
forward, grasped Mr. Godon heartily by the 
hand, doffed his hat ceremoniously, and asked 
him how he did. Mr. Godon returned the 
friendly pressure of the commander’s hand, 
bowed as politely, and said he was very well. 
Mr. Godon was somewhat at a loss to ac- 
count for the unexpectedly pieasant nature 
of his reception. He ünally concluded that 
it was, perhaps, attributable to his being the 
Captain of the Lafayette Gardes, a French 
military organization of this city. The com- 
mander had not as yet addressed Mr. Godon 
by name, and so, with thoughtful politeness, 
Mr. Godon handed the commander a neat 
bit of pastebuard, on which was printed:

The commander looked at the card a sec- 
ond, put his band to his forehead, and started 
backward. He could not speak for a mo- 
ment, but fipally stammered: “Then you 
are not the Frenen Consul, Albert Le 
Faivre’” Mr. Gedon replied that he was 
not. On the contrary, he was, as his card 
showed, Leon Godon, the proprietor of the 
Leon Laundry, and had visited the frigate 
for the sole purpose of soliciting the patron- 
age of its estimable officers while they might 
remain inthis vort. Thereupon the com- 
mander and the officers made vigorous and 


idiomatic use of the French language, and | 


then they laughed. Seo did Mr. Godun, but 
in a feeble and perfunctory manner, 

At this interesting juncture the French 
Consul himself came aboard the Minerve, 
and being acquainted with Mr. Godon, 
brought about a speedy .reconciliation be- 
tween bimandthecommander. Mr. Godon’s 
telegram was the cause of the mistake. The 
French Consul had received a telegrain from 
the commander requesting his presence on 
board the frigate at noon. Mr. Godon came 
on the pier at this time with his own tele- 
gram, and the officer in the launch supposed 
that he was Mr. Le Faivre.

KANSAS Cirv. Mo., Oct. 6.— Since the celebrat- 
ed trial of Bill Kyan, the noted train-robber, who 
is now serving a twenty-fve-years’ sentence in 
the Missouri penitentiary for taking part in the 
Glendale affair, Independence, Mo., has not been 
so wrought up as during the past twenty-four 
hours. The old towu has fairly bristied with 
strangers from remote pordiomsof the county 
and Kansas City, all bent oa the same errand— 
that of seeing the famous train and bank rob- 
ber.“ upon whosehead bad been placed the seal 
of outlawry by the great State of Missouri. 

THE SCENES 

which have presented themselves today were 
queer indeed, and in no place Outside the limits 
of Missouri would it be possible to assem bie such 
acrowd. The peopie began arriving at an early 
hour, and the one topic of conversation was 
Frank James, all the bloody scenes with which 
his name has been connected being told over 
and over again. Long before the arrival of the 
Missouri Pacific train from the Gast the news of 
the surrender of Frank James, and tne fact that 
be was eu route to Jackson Coun been 
made known, and the main stree to the 
depot was 


CROWDED WITH FP 
all anxious for a look at the famous bandit. By 
b o'clock the crowd was augmented by the ar- 
rival of hundreds from the country, many of 
them the former companions and friends of the 
outiaw. At 9:30 the train slowly pulled into the 
station, and then a tremendous rusk was made 
for the car from which it was thought the man 
would alight, and as he came in sight, preceded 
by Mr. F. C. Farr, the Governor's Private Secre- 
tary, and followed by Maj. Edwards, the crowd 
singled him out at once, and, after the close of 
the dramatic scene between 

HIS WIFE, MOTHER, AND HIMSELF, 

the party slowly edgea their way along the plat- 
form to the bus in waiting to convey them to 
the uotel, where rooms had been reserved for 
their use. Frank James, wife, child, Ars. 
Samuels, Miss Ralston, Marshal Murphy, Prose- 
cuting-Attorney Wallace, private Secretary 
Farr, and your representative oceupied tne’ bua, 
and as it passed up into the main street by the 
crowded sidewalks many curious remarks were 
made. In front of the post-office a halt of a 
minute was made., and immediately the crowd 
closed around the bus, and one brown-faced 
fellow said, * How do you do, Frank?” Frank 
recognized the mau. and 

A HEARTY HANDSHAKE 
followed, which, however, was rudely broken by 
the sudden starting of the horses, which left 
Frank’s new-made acquaintancein the road. 
The party haited in trout of the hotel, where a 
morbid crowd of spectators had assembied, but, 
after sume difficulty, Marshal Murphy ied the 
way up stairs. As the party reached the top 
Mr. Farr said to Marshal Murphy: 

“Mr. Marshal, this 16 Frana James. 
officially turn him over to your care.” 

Mr. Murphy remarked that be would try to 
take care of the man, and withovt further ado 
the entire party eutered a private room, 
trom which the aoxious crowd was ooly kept 
back by force. A large number of persous were, 
however, allowed to enter, many of them

of the surrendered bandit, and addressed him 
fumiliarly as Frank, plainly showing that in bis 
younger days be bad been a favorit with all. Rx- 

Jeputy Maurice Langhorn, Press Webb, Robert 
Audspeth, Bill Gregg, and Joe 
ail old ‘Quantreti men, and George 
James, better known ib Kansas City as 
Looney. and others, were among the tirst to 
Shake bands, and of each some information was 
asked regarding male or female friends. George 
James, when he caught sight of his cousin, 
rushed up to him, and Frank, shaking him by 
the hand, said: 

Wu, George, is this you? I thought you 
dead long ago. 

No: Jam alive yet.“ 

At ter the excitement of the first few moments 
bad given way to 

A MORE SOBER FEELING, 

the friends of the surrendered man asked Mr. 
Wallace, who represented the county, what 
steps could be taken to the end that bail might 
be furnisbed. Mr. Wallace stated that, inas- 
much as an indictment for murder in the tirst 
degree was banging over Frank's bead, upon 
whicb he was beid, he could entertain no appli- 
cation for bailat the present time. Besides, 
Judge White, of the Criminal Court, was in Kan- 
sas City, and nothing could be done in his ab- 
sence. He also stated that other indictments 
bad been iound against the prisoner. and under 
the circumstances he would postpone all hear- 
ing in the case 

UNTIL SATURDAY, AND POSSIBLY LATER. 
It was a case wherein be could not and would 
not take hasty action, and uptil the matter had 
been carefully examined it would be unwise to 
act. 

This terminated all official action for the day, 
and the result was totally unexpected to Frank 
James himself and those who accompanied bim. 
It had been e¥pected that a preliminary exam- 
ination would be bad at once, and the amount 
of bail furnished, and the prisoner allowed to 
go home with his wife and child. Instead be 
was taken to 

THE DINGY OLD COUNTY JAIL 

on North Main street by Marshal Murphy in 
person and locked in a cell in the northeast cor- 
ner of the building on the second floor, the same 
as apy Other suspected man. When it became 
known at the hotel that the Marsbal had deter- 
mined to lock Frank up quite a scene took place, 
with Mrs. Samuels as chief actress. She de- 
clared it an outrage that ber boy should be 
placed in jail after surrendering, but was at last 
pacified and allowed Frank to be led away with- 
out further trouble. 


AT THE JAIL, 


which had apparently been newly whitewashed 
in bonor of the coming guest, a large number of 
friends called upon the prisoner during the 
afternoon, and all were received pleasantly. It 
was easy to see that the man bad an iron will, 
but, jn spite of all his efforts to look uncon- 
cerned, it could be plainly seen that he was ili at 
ease bebind the grated bars of nis prison door. 
By 5 o'clock the crowd which had thronged 
about the court-house and hotel since an early 
hour began to thin out, and an hour later the 
peaceful suburb had assumed its wonted soli- 
tude and quietness. 
ASIDE FROM FRAYK JAMES, 

the central figure of the day at Independence 
has been Maj. John N. Edwards, editor of the 
Sedalia Dispatch, and the life-long friend of the 
James boys, with whom he fought during the 
War. To Maj. Edwards’ efforts ie due the sur- 
render of Frank James at this time, and, know- 
ing the fact, a TRIBUNE representative sought 
an interview with the well-known journalist.

The Lawyers Express an Opinion as to 
the Kind of Person They Want for 
Sheriff. 

The duties of the Sheriff are three-fold: 

Firet—He bastorun a boarding-house called 
the jail, and ought to do it as economically as 
possible. 

Second—He has to furnish Bailiffs for the dif- 
ferent courts to see that order is maintained 
there, and also to look after the prompt serving 
of all writs and processes. 

In the third piace it is also his duty, in certain 
cases, to aid in the preservation of the peace, 
though that is not so important in a city as itis 
in the country, the police authorities bere prac- 
tically taking the matter out of bis bands. 

In the discharge of the duties of the second 
class it is with lawyers that be has chiefly to 
deal, and they itis who are most interested in 
the prompt and thorough performance of the 
work. It is proper therefore that their opinion 
as to the fitness of a man for the position of 


Sheriff should be consulted in some slight man- 
ner. 

For the purpose of feeling their pulse on the 
subject a reporter chatted with some of them 
yesterday, and their pretty unanimous opinion 
misht be expressed about as follows: 

“ We are not altogether satisfied with the pres- 
ent administration of the Sheriff's office, and 
therefore, as far as we have any voice, we are 
pot in favor of the renomination of the present 
incumbent. Gen. Mann is a nice fellow, but, 
either because political considerations have too 
much weight with him, or because be is carviess 
about the matter, the service is not as good us 
it should be. He has men enough iu his employ 
10 do promptly all the work that is required of 
bim. In fact, it is probable that, in view 
of the decided dropping-off in the number 
of suits brought, which is quite noticeable, be 
might get along with fewer than he uas, and 
yet, if they were good men, have all the work 
done up to the handle. Against the employés 
personally we have nothing to say. Some of 
them are very good men. One or two in particu- 
lar of his Deputy-Sherifs are admirab!e, while 
some of the others are . The result of this 
is that there is competidion for the services of 
-these good men, who are overworked if any- 
thing, while the others don’t earn their 
salt. A good many of his employés, as 
we understand, are also politicians. ey are 
members of the County Ceutral Committee, or 
they are influential in the wards, and as a result 
of that, perhaps, pay more attention to outside 
than they to do inside work. We have had now 
nearly two years’ opportunity to judge of the 
work of the Sheriff's office under the present 
incumbent, and,on the whole, we prefer the 
service as it was administered by bis prede- 
cessor—Hoffman. We got our work done quick- 
er and more satisfactorily. There were fewer 
blunders. So we are in favor of a 
change, provided a better

PENSACOLA, Fla., Oct. 6.—Fire at Warrington, 
Fla., a village adjoining the Pensacola Navy- 
Yard, originated in Mills’ drug-store at 1 a. m. 
today, and destroyed twenty-four buildings and 
most of their furniture and stock. The Cath- 
olic church. parsonage, and conveut burned, 
The insurance is light. Almost the entire busi- 
ness portion of the city was destroyed. As 
work in the navy-yard bad been suspended for 
some months many people owning property 
were obliged, on accovat of the hard times, to 
relinquish their policies. and the conse- 
queuce is that of the $40,000 to $45,000 luss 
today not more than $20,000 is covered by insur- 
ance, Many have lost all they possessed. The 
Government fire-engine rendered good service, 
but could not stay the flames ina long line of 
frame dwellings and stores. Strict quarantine 
has been maintained against Pensacola since 
the outbreak of the fever. The insurance ad- 
justers must keep clear of Pensacola while en 
route to War ton.

The Number of Failures Dropped to 
111, Iron Troubles Being 
Conspicuous. 
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New York. 

Wew Tonk. Oct. 6.—General business was 
somewhat quieter this week, owing partly to the 
late stringency in money and an uneasy feel- 
ing in the stock market, but the money market 
is now easier, and stocks are improving some- 
what. 

The stimulation of trade all over the country 
is beginning to be felt, and there is a marked 
feeling of security all through trade circles. 

In dry goods there is no material change, but 
it is, if anything, a littie quieter all around. 
There is an increase of orders from salesmen 
on the road, There is a large increase ia im- 
portation of foreign dry goods, principally silks 
and other expensive fabrics. importers believe 
in a large demand for these goods this winter, 
and with apparentiy good reason. 

The grain market, which has been dragging 
heavily for some time, bas become gradually 
firmer, and made considerable advances, and 
closed strong, with prices well sustained. This 
applies to all descriptions, Coro is much more 
in favor of buyers than other descriptions, and 
there are indications that old cornu may be con- 
siderabiy oversold. 

In k there has been a fair amount of busi- 
ness. rices are gradually improving and fiuc- 
tuations are slight. rates advancing in accord 
with the improvement in grain. 

is quite steady, with slight advances, 
closing fairly strong, with a better feeling. 

In cotton the weakness in the early part of 
the week was recovered from. Fluctuations 
have not been wide, and the market closes with 
considerable improvement. 

In petroleum the week has been marked by 
wide and rapid fluctuations, the r of prices 
being from 85c to 98c for erude. The market 
closes barely steady at about 98e. in refined 
oils a moderate amount of business is doing, but, 
owing to the position of crude oil, prices are 
nominal, 

In freights there is nothing of special interest 
to note. | 

In butter and cheese the situation is materi- 
ally improved. The 9 in fine grade butter 
caused au advance of 2c. bis has caused some- 
what of a movement in lower grades, but the ad- 
vance is not so marked as in high-priced goods. 
In cheese shippers are operating very freely, 
and an advance of a cent bas been obtained. 

The market tor coffee is weak, and prices varl- 
able and unsatisfactory to importers. The con- 
sumptive demand is light, 

Raw sugar is weak and dull, with a downward 
tendency. re ia veryelittic activity in re- 
fined, and concessions were made to induce pur- 
chases. 

The tea market is without animation. 

Ley lumber trade is fairly active, with no ma- 

erial change in prices. Building is being car- 
ried on with some activity, and there is a steady 
market for materials. 

The furniture trade is dull, and collections are 
quite siow. 

In boots and shoes the jobbing trade is some- 
what quieter. Near by and Southern buyers 
are weil represented, u active trade is antici- 
pated shortly. Prices are firm and manufactur- 
ers busy, mostly on old orders, Dut expecting 
large demands upon them soon.

KILLED BY ELECTRI CTT. 


Tragic Death of a Workman While 
Changing Electric Licht Wires. 
New York Times, Oct. 4. 

The danger of carelesly handling the wires of 
the electric lights which are so pientifully 
strung through all parts of the city was start- 
lingly exemplified yesterday inthe tragic death 
of Joseph Stammans, a tineman in the employ of 
the Brush Electric Illuminati Company. At 
the time he received the fatal shock Stammans 
was at work changing the wires from tne old 
pole on the southeast corner of Canal and Eliza- 
beth streets, to a new pole on the northwest cor- 
ner of the streets. Owing to the increased hight 
of the new pole it was necessary to lengthen 
the wire, and in order to do this without interfer- 
ing with the current of electricity it was neces- 
sary to make connections with the wire 8 
loop on either side of the crossdbar, 80 t 
the main wire could be severed after both 
connections were made, The current passing 
through the wires was of 8,000-candle power. 
Tne wires are what are known as No. 6 copper 
wire, an eighth of an inch in diameter, and are 
thoroughly insulated. To make the loop con- 
nections it was necessary to scrape the insulat- 
ing material from the ends of the wires and 
connect the naked ends. The instructions given 
to linemen by the company are never to un- 
cover the positive and negative wire at the same 
time, but to finish one connection and have the 
naked wire properly “ taped’’'—that is, covered 
with rubber tape prepared for the purpose— 
before attempting to uncover the other wire. 
Shortly after II o'clock yesterday morumg 
Stammans began the work of lengthening out 
the wires to be shifted. The pole on which he 
was at work is about thirty-five feet in bight, 
and the wires to be manipulated were on the 
lowest of three cross-bars. He had been work- 
ing about ten or fifteen minutes when Frederick 
Layman, the assistant foreman of the em- 
ployed in the labor, who was on the sidewalk at 
the foot of pole, noticed that there was 
something wrong with Stammans. He 
was clutching both the negative and 
positive wires of the line, and wag banging limp 
and poparensiy lifeless against the wires 
stretched on the pole. His right leg was thrown 
over the eross- bar and be swung in midair, the 
wires preventing him from falling to the side- 
walk. Layman summoned other linemen, who 
climbed the pole and brougbt Stammans down. 
He was unconscious, and bis ghastly appear- 
ance indicated that he bad received a terrible 
electric shock. His comrades carried him to the 
Sixth Precinct Station-bouse, which is situated 
within halt a block of the piace. A physician 
was summoned, but could do nothing for Stam- 
mans, who died within tea miuutes after be ing 
carried into the station-house. The only marks 
of violence or distigurement on tne y were 
on the paims of bis bands, which were terribiy 
burned and biistered. Coroner Brady, who was 
notified, gave a permit for the removal of the 
remains of the dead lineman from the station- 
bouse to his late residence, No. 201 East Houston 
street, where an autopsy will be made. Stam- 
mans was 25 years of age and was married. He 
had been in the employ of the Brush Company 
for over a year, and was regarded as a thorough- 
ly ag ee and careful mau. 

Mr. William H. McGrath, the General Super- 
intendent of the company, made an investiga- 
tion, and found that Stammans bad received the 
electric shock which caused his death by care- 
lesly allowing bis hands to come in contact with 
the naked ends of botn wires of the line, thus 
forming an arc of his body or what is known asa 
short circuit, the entire current of electricity 
passing through bis y. He disobeyed 
positive instruction of the foreman, who cau- 
tioned bim against uncovering both wires at 
the same time. He bad made a half connection 
on ove wire, and before taping the naked 
ends of the wire bad removed the insulating 
material from the other wire, and while making 
the loop connection with this wire the contact 
was made with a fatal result. Mr. McGrath 
said the accident must be ascribed to the reck- 
lesness of Stammans, who bad become careless 
from the constant band! of the wires with- 
out accident. itis the only serious accident of 
the character that has occurred in the city. 


A PIT OF DEATH, 


Exploring the Coal Shaft in Virginia 
Which Caught Fire Last February— 
Twenty-seven Bodies. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 6—The Grove shaft of 
the Midiothean coal-mipes, at Coalfield, Chester- 
field County, in which thirty-two men lost their 
lives last February by explosion, bas been par- 
tially reopened, and yesterday evening an ex- 
pioring party descended into the mine. On an 
incline leading to where the men were at work 
at the time of the explosion, about 1.20 feet 
from the base of the suaft. the bodies of Pleas- 
ant Stewart and P Anderson, both 
colored, were recovered. Two other bodies 
were in sight of the explorers, but, owing 
to the mass ot débris, they were unable to get at 
them. The recovered bodies were recognizable 
only by their clothing. The work of clearing 
out the débris and repairing the mine will be 
continued until all the remaining bodies, twenty- 
five in number, are brought out, when the 
company will resume operations. The disaster

EXPERT BURGLARS. 


Climbing Thieves Go Through Mr, Me- 
Nellis Resldence While the Family 
Are at Supper—Frigttened Away by 
Mrs. MleNetlli’s Approach—Six Hundred 
Dollars’ Worth of Booty Secured-No 
Clae to the Thieves. 

Since the arrest of Murry and Rice, the St 
Louis “climbing” burglars who worked 80 
many residences in the Cottage Grove avenue 
district, no complaints had been made of depre- 
dations by this class of thieves until 
within the past few weeks, and it is pretty 
evident now that a fellow or perhaps two 
fellows with all the nerve and skill of Murry ana 
Rice were busily engaged in working the same 
district, Lieut. Beadell has received several of 
these complaints lately in which extraordinary 
audacity and skill bas resulted ina good haul 
by the intruder.

She bad reached the door of her room 
when an uousval noise arrested ber at- 
tention and suggested the presence of 
thieves. Hastening to the lower floor she 
informed ber busband, who thought at 
once of the veranda upon the Thirty-second 
street front of the house and ran out there, but 
could see nothing.

ulled for the patrol wagon, which arrived with- 

n four minutes. A thorough search of the 
house failed to discover any iurking burgiar, 
and Mr. MeNeill came to the condctusion 
that the noise made dy the  »burgtar 
as be was getting out was what attract- 
ed the attention of Mrs. McNeill. After 
the excitement had subsided and the police had 
departed Mr. McNeill made an examination ot 
the premises and found that the burglar bad 
evidently climbed to the roof of the veranda up 
one of the columns supporting it, and had then 
made his way by lowering the upper sash of a 
window into the bath-room. The sleeping room 
of Miss Florence McNeili was then invaded, the 
dressing-case being searched and rified of dia- 
monds and jeweiry vaiued at several hundred 
dollars. Mr. McNeill's sleeping apartment was 
next visited and searcbed as was the other one. 
An empty pocket-book and some scnt- 
tered articles of jewelry were taken 
from here, and at this point the burg¢- 
lar, hearing. the approaching footsteps 
of Mrs. McNeill, grew frightened, and hastened 
to make his escape, leaving as be had entered, 
by the bath-room window and veranda.

| COAL {N ILLINOIS, 


Statistics Showing the Extent and Im- 
portance of the Coal-Producing 
Interest in This State. 


Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 6.—The only report 
that bas been issued by the State Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics since its organtzation appeared 
about two years ago. It was such 4 trashy affair 
that it was not only utterly valueless to anybody 
except for waste paper, but was also a dis- 
grace to the State. Since that appeared there 
has been a change in the Secretaryship, and the 
indications are that the second Diennial report 
of the bureau, which will appear about Jan. 1. 
will be a credit to the State and contain a large 
a mount ot valuable information ‘concerning the 
industries and resources of Fillmois that has 
never before been given to the public. Months 
of labor have been devoted to the preparation of 
this report by the present Secretary of the bu- 
reau, Col. John 8. Lord, and it will soon be in 
shape for presentation to the printer. 

THE COAL-FIELDS OF ILLINOIS 

constitute one of the most important resources 


which the State but so tittle attention 
has been paid to the collection of statistics ag to 
the extent of this industry that it been Im- 
possible heretefore to accurately estimate the 
agyregate coal-production ‘of State. 
The latest tgures to upon 
this subject were collected by the Census 
Bureau, which computes the aggregate product 
of forty-six counties for the year at 6,115,377 
tons, and the aggregate value the same at 
23,779,802. Col. Lord's forthcoming report will 
devote considerable space toa showing of the 
character and extent of this important industry, 
and will contain a statement of the product of 
the coai-tields of Lllinois for the year ending 
July 1. less, which will show a very 
large increase in the product over 
the year covered by the census report. 
The chapter of the report bearing upon tbis 
subject s been curefully prepared by Col. 
Lord, and is based upon informadon collected 
by the bureau. From this portion of the forth- 
coming report THE TRIBUNE correspondent has 
been permitted vo make some interesting quo- 
tations. The chapter 1 — with the followin 
general statemeat of nois rank as a coal- 
producing State: 

lUinois bas superficial resourees in the wide 
expanse and fertility of its arable lands vast and 
inexbaustible; but beneath the surface of its 
fruitful fields there are other acres of hidden 
treasure hardly less extensive and equally pro- 
litie of promise for the future greatness of the 
State. The coal-fields of Lilinois are as yet in 
the infancy of their development, but still 
enough is known of their maguitude and pro- 
duction to justify the belief that the supply of 
this minera) fuel is as exhaustless as the modern 
demand for steam, for beat, and for light is uni- 
versal and continuous. 

An examination of the following pages will 
disclose the important fact that already the 
State of Illinois is second only to Pennsylvania 
in its annual production of that the 
output in this State has increased since the 
statistics of the Census Bureau were completed 
in 1580 from 6,115,377 tons to 9,115,663 tonsa, or 50 
per cent in two years. Previous estimates have 
assigned to Illinois the third place among the 
coal-producing States, and to Obio the second; 
but the subjoined tables, compiled with great 
care from original sources by special canvass of 
each couuty, are believed to be the must ac- 
curate statement yet publisned, and show a 
total tonnage greater than Obio has yet at- 
tained, and as compared with the census returns 
a rapid growth in this industry most gratifying 
and noteworthy. 

BOUNDARIES OF THE COAL-FIELDS. 

The gevera! outline of the coal measures, or 
coal-bearing strata, in the geological formation 
of this State, bas been clearly defined by the 
State Geological Survey. and embraces an area 
nearly equal to three-fourths of the entire 
surface of the State. The north line of the 
coal-tield, as at present develo extends from 
Rapids City, on the Mississippi ver, in Rock 
Island County, tsrough the northern part of 
Henry County toS8heftield, in Bureau County, and 
neariy due east to a polnt a few miles north of 
La Salle, Here certain irregularities of the 
formation are observed, but a few miles further 
east the measures again appear in their normal 
posidon, extending tothe Morris mines, from 
whence the line trends to the south and east 
through the corner of Will County and the 
western part of Kankakee County, and crosses 
the State line into lodiava in Vermilion County. 
Op the west, below Mercer County, a belt ſuter- 
venes between the limits of the coal measures 
and the Mississippi River, varying from ten to 
thirty miles in width, except near Alton, and ex- 
tending around on the Ohio River border to 
Hardin County, where the measures cross the 
line and the river into the State of Kentucky. 

Within these limits there have been discovered 
sixteen different seams of coal, bearing distinct 
gevlogical characteristics and representing 
specific periods in the history of the formation 
of the coal measures. These seams vary in 
quality, in continuity, and im thickness; they are 
never all found at any one place; they are some- 
times too thin when found to de of 
commercial value, and in many places 
are vot found at all; yet some of the most 
persistent of them pervade vast areas, are of 
good mining thickness, easily worked, and suf- 
ticiently gear the surface to be easily reached. 
At the same time there is a marked degree of 
uniformity ta the distribution of these product- 
ive seams throughout the State, so that coal may 
be said to be generally prevaient. 

In their geological classificauon these seams 
of coal are numbered from the bottom up- 
wards, the No. 1 bed lying at the base of the for- 
mation and being the eariiest deposit of the coal 
period, and the No. 16 being the latest. The 
strata bearing all thoseseams below the No. 9 
are designated the Lower Measures, and those 
above and inclusive the Upper Measures. The 
former underlie nearly the whole body of the 
State, and being carried to a great depth by the 
dip of the strata in the middie and southeastern 

»ortion of the State. are there overiaid by the 

Jpper Measures which 8 perhaps a half of 
the whole fieid. The mast prolife and persiscent 


. Seams, and the only ones whichare extensively 
healthful one. Asa place of rest and recu- | 


mined, are those of the Lower Measures, which 
happily are also the most universal. Of these, 
Nos. I. 2. 5, 6, and 7 are the most conspicuous 
and productive. 

No. 1 is the characteristic coal of Rock Island 
and contiguous counties In the northwestern 
borders of the feld. and it is not elsewhere so 
extensively mined, though found in Warren and 
other counties. No. 2, however, is more gener- 
ally distributed. It has its fullest development 
in the Big Muddy”’ regions, where it some- 
times attains a thickness of eight feet at or near 
the surfuce, and where the earliest coal-mines 
of the State were developed. The same seam 
ulso appears in the oppor textremity of the State 
in the Bracevilile an ‘ilmington district, witha 
thickness of three feet, and a depth below the 
surface of about 100 feet. Againit is found at 
La Salle ata grent depth, and is known as the 
“third vein coal; and at Minouk, io Woodford 
County, itistwo and a half feet thick, and is 
reacbed at a depth of 552 feet below the surface. 
The latest discovery has been at Mattoon, in 
Coles County, where it bas been reached by the 
deepest aud most costly shaft in the State, at a 
depth of 94 feet. At all these points this seam 
is noticeabie for its excellence. 

In the ceutral portion of tne State No. 5 is the 
commercial coal, ang in Sangamon and Ma- 
coupin Counties it lies ata depth ranging from 
200 to 400 feet and attains a thickness varying 
from five toeigbt feet This seam also pro- 
duces the greater portion of the coal in Peoria 
County. where itis found nearer the surface 
and about four and a half feet thick. No. 5 is 
also the so-called“ second vein” at La Salle. It 
makes a valuable outcrop near Danville, in 
Vermilion County, and also constitutes a rich 
deposit at Astoria, in Fulton County It ap- 
pears also in the south end of the State, both 
in Williamson and Saline Counties, and wherever 
found is a seam of good body and quality. 

Seam No. 6 is the distinguishing coal of the 
Belleville district. embracing several counties 
contizuous to St. Louis. It is from six to seven 
feet thick, sometimes at the surface, but, follow - 
ing the inclination of the strata in a general 
dip to the east, is carried in Clinton County to a 
depth of 400 feet, and in the vicinity of Cen- 
trulia, Marion County, to a depth of 600 feet. 
lu St. Clair County, however, it is generally 
within 100 feet of the surface. This seam is also 
identical with that at Kewanee and Sheffield on 
the north, and is associated with No. 6 in the 
mines at Bloomington. 

The phenomenal seam, however,in our forma- 
tion is No. 7, which in Williamson County, in the 
southern extremity of the State, presents au 
outcrop ten feet thick and au average thickness 
in the mines at Carterville, about sixty feet be- 
low the surface, of nine feet. Tais seam aiso 
shows a thickness of seven teet in the Danville 
district, where it is extensively mined and 
“stripped,” and again appears as the first” 
or “upper vein” at La Salle, and is 
associated with No. ö in the outerops on the 
Ohio River. The Streator coal bas also been 
This seam is distinguished 
wherever tound ny the character of its partings. 
Late discoveries at Streator disciose a scam 
nine feet in thickness, with two partings, where- 
as in the old workings the scan is six feet with 
one parting. These partings give the deposit 
the appeuruauce of three seams in gne, but it is 
believed to be reajly une seam. 

After describing in detail the upper measures, 
which arc not mined except in a few instances, 
the report concludes as follows:

There are forty-six counties in the State which 
are now 1 — coal in greater or less quan- 
tities, and many more in which prolific beds are 
only found at great depth. which are as yet 
unprospected; and, notwithstanding the fre- 
quent irregularities and disappearance of many 
seams, it ig fdiriy presumable that whenever and 
wherever within the limits of the coal measures 
the neceasity for coal may arise, ingenuity and 
enterprise will discover and produce it, 

The report will also contain tabulated state- 
ments of the present coal-production of the 
State by counties, and by individual establish- 
ments in each county, showing the amount of 
capital employed in each, the numberof men 
employed, thé general character of each plant, 
the number of tons produced, the vaiue of the 
product at the mines, together with a 
sketch of the peculiarities of the 
coal deposits of each county and 
mention of the social condition of miners, and 
the —— for mining in the larger mini 
commuoities. These data have been obtain 
from the reports of the nine Inspectors of the 
State, who have made a 72 survey of each 
county for the purpose of obtaining the exact 
details. The result is on the whole very gratify- 
ing as showing the growing importance of this 
industry iu the State, the improvement in min- 
ing methods and appliances, and an equaliy 
marked advance in those measures for the pro- 
teotion of miners which it is the purpose of the 
law to secure.

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GRAIN SPECULATION. 


The Wisconsin Supreme Court Is of 
Opinion that Speculating iu Grain Is 
Gambling. 

@pectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., Oct.6.—An opinion of the 
utmost interest and importance to grain com- 
missidn-men has just been given by the Su- 
premé Court of this State, involving the validity 
of contracts made in the time of grain specu- 
lation. Some time ago L. Everingham, a well- 
known commission-man, then of this city, now 
of Chicago, brought suit against P. H. Meighan, 

a specuiator, to recover a large amount claimed 

to be due on account of speculations in which 

the defendant was a loser. The defendant in 
answer charged that said business was 

a gambling transaction between him and 

the laintif, hy which the  plaintitf 

was to buy and sell grain for bim without re- 
ceiving or delivering any such grain and with- 
out any intention of either party that any graio 
should be received or delivered, byt with the 
intention only to pay or receive the ‘differences 
between the prices named in the contract and 
the market rate, whichever way the same might 
be; and that, pursuant to such contracts, nu 
grain was actually received or delivered, but 
such ditferences were so settled and adjusted, 
whereby the piaintiff claimed that he wasa loser. 
MeigbBan also claimed that all pretended losses 
upon the gawbling transactions were incurred 
by the plaintiff by dis failure and refusal to 
comply with his instructions in- regard to the 
time aud manner of purchasing and seiling the 
grain under the gambling contracts. The Cir- 
cult Court found for the piaiutiff. The case was 
appeaicd, and now the Supreme Court is of the 
opinibu that the defendant clearly and positive- 
ly proved the allegations in his answer retating 
to tie transactions of parties in the pur- 
chase and sale of grain in the City of 

Milwaukee and at the Chamber of 

Commerce, and makes the contracts of the 

plant for such purchase and sale of 

grain gamblihg contracts, and the employment 
of the piaintit? by the defendaut for that pur- 
pose a gambling transaction, and that the testi- 
mony of the plaintiff rather corroborates than 
denies the testimony of the defendant in this re- 
spect. The court concludes that the transac- 
tions out of which these preteuced losses aroge, 
and in which they were incurred, according fo 

the testimony of the defendant, was not only l- 

leval and void. but criminal. After further re- 

viewing the testimony in the case the 

Supreme Court also decided that the 

defeddant never promised to pay abso- 

lutely avy portion of the costs on former 

„ scalping” transactions, and conciudes the de- 

cizion in the following words: “It is suthicient 

to say that the Circuit Court erred by withdrasr- 

ing the case from the jury, and by ordering a 

verdict. The judgment is reversed and the cise 

remanded tor a new trial.” The poicts involved 
are of great local interest.

NOT SUCH DETESTABLE THINGS AFTER ALL. 

Ata meeting of the Chicago Academy of Ho- 
meopathic Physicians and Surgeons held Thurs- 
day evening the subject of infantile mortality 
was discussed. at some leugtb, and the admiuis- 
tering of soothmma-sirups and opiates to chil- 
dren was severely condemned, as the opinion 
was expressed that the unskilled use of these 
decoctions in the hands of parents and nurses 
had much to do with the increasing infantile 
mortality. A resolution was passed calling the 
attention of the State Board of Health to this 
matter and urging that all druggists be com- 
pelled to label such decoctions, “ This contains 
opium, and is dangerous.” 

Yesterday afternoon a representative of Tur 
TRIBUNE called upon a prominent and trust- 
worthy druggist and asked bim if the sale of 
svothing-sirups and other opiates was large and 
if be betieved them burtful to children. 

* We sella great deal of these opiates for 
children, but 1 do not think they are injurious 
unless used in too large quaatities. if the 
direetions are followed closely no harm can re- 
suit from their use. Of course ignorant mothers 
and nurses may dose their children with them 
so that they may be injured.” 

Would you object to labeling botties as pre- 
scribed in the resolutions passed by the 
homeopaths last evening, This bottle contains 
opium, and is dangerous’? 

Not at all: but 1 don't think it would do a 
great deal of good.” 

A well-known reguiar physician was ques- 
tion by the reporter and seid: 

“Thisis another freak of the homeopaths. 
These things are not at all injurious if used in 
the right way, as they most always are. Over- 
doses of opiates are, of course, injurious to both 
grown peopie and oniidren, and if ordinary care 
is used in administering them there can be no 
resulting injury. As far as labeling bottles in 
that way is concerned. I don't think it will do a 
particle of good. 


ALLEGED EMBEZZLEMENT. 
THE CASE OF GEORGE P. TREADWAY, THE 
INSURANCE AGENT. 

Evidence was heard before Justice Hammer 
yesterday in the ease of alleged embezziement 
against George P. Treadway, the well-known 
insurance agent of this city. The warrant on 
which Mr. Treadway was arrested was sworn

The 
criminal prosecution followed cross-suits for 
damages instituted in the Circuit Court by the 
axeut and the company. amountof the 
alleged ein bezziement was not stated 
positively in the complaint, but was 
aaser to be somewhere about 
$2,450. The prosecution yesterday was rep- 
resented by Mr. fra W. Buel, while Mr. Leonard 
Swett peared in behalf of Mr. Treadway. 
Tne evidence was very much mixed and very 
dry: The important evidence for the cu- 
tion was given by Mr. Cavin, of Philadelphia, 
President of the company, and Secretary Beath. 
They testified to the failure of defendant to 
TURN OVEB CERTAIN AMOUNTS 
received by him on certain policies. After 
money bad been repeatediy demanded from de- 
fendant and refused, the President sent the Sec- 
retary to Chicago last summer to either get the 
money or a satisfactory explanation from de- 
fendant or take the agency away from him. The 
deiendant, as Mr. Beaih testified, asked not to 
be dard p promising that 
get, some money from his 
wife. He did get $543 from some source and 
turhed it over to the Secretary, but the amount 
did not satisfy the company and the agency was 
closed. The prosecuting witnesses aiso asserted 
that defendant had beid back certain books so 
that the company could not get at the real fig- 
ures. The defense denied positively the story 


_of the prosecution as to the circumstances un- 


der which the $543 was paid over, stating that it 
was money regularly received on policies out- 
side of those about which there was a dispute. 
The money claimed by the company was heid 
by defendant as reguiar commissions, and $1,000 
had been given to him as a present 
by the company. Two or three young men who 
were in the same agency with defendant at the 
time testified to certain verbal agreements 
made between the Secretary and defendant in- 
dorsing the management of the agency and con- 
tinuing it. But in spite of these agreements 
the agency was closed six months before the 
time specified in the contract. The case will be 
resumed Monday morning at 9 o'clock.

Van Horne’s- Life of Gen. Thomas. 

That a great soldier should not be treated 
after death with the same injustice which 
had been his lot while living seems to’ have 
been the incentive which spurred Thomas B. 
Van Horne into writing a history of the Life 
and Services of Maj.-Gen. George H. Thomas. 
The completed book is a proof of his literary 
ability and a fitting testimonial to the merits 
of the best commanding officer in the United 
States Army during the Rebellion. Had he 
not been a Virginian born this fact would 
have made him the leader of our forces and 
the wearer of laurels it was the privilege of 
others to be given the opportunity to win. 
But although a loyal soldier, prompt to an- 
nounce his intenuon of maintaining bis alle- 
giance to the Government which had educat- 
ed and trained him, displaying’ abil- 
ity of no common order in his profes- 
sion, the distrust of Southern officers engen- 


dered by the treason of so many led the Ad 


ministration to pursue an overcautious policy 
resulting in the grossest injustice to a gallant 
soldier, whose proud record of never having 
made a mistake or lost a battle when in com- 
mand stands unimpeached. Deserved pro- 
motions were Withheld, junior officers made 
his superiors, a commission antedated to 
make an inferior a ranking officer; his plans 
were interfered with and removal threatened 
unless he did that which it was physically 
impossible todo; inadequate commands were 
assigned to him forthe benefit of others 


whose political influence was greater, and 


when recognition of his services was made 
it was either so long postponed or so churl- 
ishly bestowed as to deprive it of all value to 
one conscious of his own rectitude and to 
aman sensitive to attacks, covert or open, 
ona reputation he knew to be second to 
none. No troops ever gave up a position to 
the enemy when fighting in his presence, and 
no movement in campaign or battle ordered 
by himself upon his own judgment resulted 
in failure. If resources and losses are put 
in the balance against achievements, Gen. 


Gorge H. Thomas had no peer in the War 


of the Rebellion. 

A lite of Gen. Thomas was an essential 
part ot any complete history of me War, and, 
even had Mr. Van Horne (whose connection 
with the subject of this biography we do nat 
know) vot published such a work, it would 
certainly have been carried to completion by 
some other hand. So unfair, however, 
have been some of the works already 
written, and covering the operations of the 
armies under Gen. Thomas’ command, to 
that officer, that it is a matter of conpratula- 
tion that an honest and just record has been 
prepared before, by constant repetition, an 
unwarranted opinion should be formed 
which no amount of writing could possibly 
efface. The date of publication is timely.

it was meet that the statements in Badeau’s 
partisan history and the reflections that he 
has seen fit to cast upon Thomas that he 
might exalt Grant should be promptly an- 
swered lest silence might be construed into 
acquiescence in their truth, It is very evi- 
dent that Mr. Van Horne had Badeau's work 
in mind when he wrote this volume, for his 
references to it are constant. The first para- 
graph in the preface indicates the same 
thing. He says: 

Gen. Thomas once said to the author: Time 
and history will do me justice.” He. bowever, 
desired that a narrative history of the Army of 
the Cumberland should precede all biographical 
representations ot himself. It is provable that 
he overestimated the direct and sugwestive 
furce of suc a narrative to effect his own vin- 
dication, and it is certain that be did nut an- 
ticipate the disparaging tenor of bisturies pub- 
lisbed since bis death, Justice has not been dose 
nim in the opiaion of multitudes who believe 
him to have been a very great wan and General: 
and there is, therefore, need of a book which 
has been written to give the weil-defined rea- 
sons for this belief. 

There is one point that may possibly be 
raised against this work. It will probably 
be said that the writer has done exactly what 
he complains of Badeau and others for doing: 
waghifying the merits of their own heroes 
at the expense of all others. Reading the 
book we do not find that this claim can be 
sustained. In all cases where other Generals 
were in command they receive full credit for 
their work, and are praised often in the 
words of Thomas himself. [tis only when 
others are being built up with material be- 
longing properly to Thomas that Van Horne 
becomes aggressive and insists on “render- 
ing unto Casar the things that are Casar's.“ 
In fact there is much less bitterness of tone 
than might have been expected, considering 
the provovation, and we Delieve the state- 
ments and allegations herein contained will 
bear the fullest discussion and be sustained 
in their entirety. 

Of the many extracts marked for quotation 


it is only necessary to cite two or three, and 


to refer those interested to the volume itself, 
which will well repay a careful reading. 
Gen. Thomas refused to fight at Nashville 
until he was ready; then he won a brilliant 
victory. 

The battle of Nashville was fought in 
winter, and supplemented by a pursuit scarcely 
leas disastrous to the enemy than the battle it- 
self, conducted with meagre transportation, 
when wagons were the only dependeace for sup- 
plies, across swollen streams, with scant ap- 
pointments for bridging them,in rain, snow, 
cold, and mud. 

Yet Gen. Grant saw fit to criticise severely 
Thomas’ “slowness,” and his delays in the 
pursuit of Hood, although he had ordered 
him to depend upon an exhausted country 
for supplies. The rebel Gen. Maury frankly 
says that he never heard anyoody who was 
in Heod’s army at that time justify” the 
complaints made as to lack of pursuit. On 
this matter Mr. Van Horne says: 

A General's opinion of another soldier bas no 
rightful place in history, uniess sustained by 
facts. A wreat General's higher relations to his- 
tory should not be endangered by his own utter- 
ance of unsupported statement:—made from 
afar and in ignorance of facts—in regard to 
another gre:t General whose achievements 
have giveu him an unequivocal and brilliant 
fame. Grant and Thomas will both be accurate- 
iv weighed when all partialities and prejudices 
are laid uside. and this will be done without ref- 
erence tq their opinfons of each other. 

Certainly, nothing could be more moderate 
or fair than that sentence. Finally, in re- 
gard to the oft-repeated allegation that 
‘Thomas was slow: 

Gen. Thomas was not slowas a General, and 
yet it has been allewed by partisan historians 
that he was sluggish. If to be diguified and 
manifestly deliberate in persoual movements 
and speech; it to ride slowly on a horse which 
reflected in bis paces bis rider’s freedom trom 
ostentation and from the affectations and dash 
which some commanders exalt to the plane of 
Generaisbip; if to withbold a battle in waiting 
for adequate preparations against public 
clamor und volficial impatience: if to 
resist precipitate operations woen haste was not 
an element of success; if one or ail of these 
facts are proofs of siuggishpessa, then was 
Tuomas slow indeed. He was not slow in gath- 
el ing bis resources, forming bis plans, and mov- 
ing his forces, wuen be thought the time for 
xctiog bad come. He was deliberate me- 
thodical wheu time and circumstances permit- 
ted, but when adequate preparations had been 
inade, or when emergencies called for quick 
disposinons, Napoleon himself did not more 
fully display the tlesbes of gonius than did 
Tuomas. . His delays never gave ao - 
vantage to his foe, and never deprived himseif 
of one.

condensed, is comprehensive and gives a 
good account of the means by which the ec- 
centric and unhappy man of genius advanced 
from the humble situation of private secre- 
tary toa position of commanding influence 
among the greatest menof his time. ‘The 
View taken by this author of the character of 
the Dean of St. Patrick’s is more favorable 
than his biographers ana crities have been 
wont to adopt, yet we see no reason to doubt 
its substantial accuracy. Swift was a man 
whom erratic ways and bodily infirmities 
rendered it easy to misjudge. In religion, 
although a priest, he was a most unclerical 
clergyman, and more ambitious of political 
preferment than anxious to wear a mitre. 
Yet was he a sincere hater of aifectations 
and of wrongs, generousin his friendships, 
and charitable when he had anytiiimg to 
give. So fat as we can judge, his life was 
strictly mora] and hisexpenditures of money 
were never for his own benefit. He was 
proud of the sacred calling he had adopted, 
yet never made any display of his profes- 
sional} character. lle wished to be accept- 
ed as a man of the world and of business. He 
despised the unpractical and visionary type, 
and the kind of religious utterance con- 
enial to men of that type was abhorrent to 
iim. Atonce the proudest and most sensi- 
tive of men, it was his imperative instinct to 
hide his emotions as much as possible. In 
cases of great excitement he retired into 
some secluded corner where, if he was 
forced to feel, he could de sure of 
hiding his feelings. He always 
masked his strongest passions under some 
irovival veil, and thus practiced what his 
friends regarded as an inverted hyvocrisy. 
Delany tells us that he stayed for six months 
in Switt's house before discovermę that the 
Dean always read prayers to bis servants at 
a fixed hour in private.“ 

Mr. Stephen’s work has been prepared 
with rare literary skill and excellent judg- 
ment. In discussing the incidents and 
features in Swift’s lite which have provoked 
speculation—his relations to Stella and 

avessa for instance—he has confined hiuw- 
self to statements of facts, leaving readers to 
form theirown opinions. Thackeray under- 
took to tear Swift to pieces without mercy 
and without judameut. Mr. Stephen uses 
both qualities, and will be found much more 
reasonable and satisfactory, and probably 
nearer correct than the distinguished author 
of “English Huworists.”’

Development of Constitutional Liberty 
inthe English Colonties of America. 
A volume has been recently published by 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons with the title given 

above. The author is Eben Greenough 

Scott. Itis the design of the author to pre- 

sent The Plan of Development of Colonial 

Life in America.“ He traces back the mod- 

ern idea of civil liberty to its source in the 

Reformation in ‘the sixteenth century, and 

shows how it was evolved from the idea of 

religious freedom, in. following his subject 
forward he considers the era of constitution- 
al developmentin England, the era of State 
development in America, and the era of con- 
stituttonal development in America, In the 
prosecution of this method tne writer ac- 
cepts the facta of received history without 
criticism, and endeavors to deduce from 
them his conclusions in regard to the pro- 

essive development of State and constitu- 
tional Hberty. In his discussion of 

State development in America he first 

considers the influence of the de- 

scent of the people, the remoteness of 
their situation from the mother country 
the forms of the Colonial Governmen and 
the political relations of the colouies. Next 
he dwells upon religion and manners in the 

Northern, Middle, and Southern Provinces. 

And, last 5 he notices the effects of the cum- 

mercial relations of the Provinees. Under the 

head of religion he traces the history and 
progress of religious liberty in an interesting 
and instructive review of intolerance in the 
colonies and the earliest development of tol- 
eravion in Maryland, Pennsylvania, and 

Rhode Isiand. Inthis part of the work it 

seews to us that the author partly overlooks 

the fact that both in Maryland and Rhode 

Island, and toa certain extent in Peunsyl- 

vania, the founders of the colonies were 

compelled to provide for free toleration in 
order to the preservation of their own 
forms of religion. It is remarkable that we 
eers in the advocacy of religious liberty 
ave always been imvelled by motives of 
self-aefense in blazing outa path for others 
to fellow. So that the results are due not so 
much to them as to Divine Providence. The 
author gives due credit to the educational 
systems of New England in the develop 
ment of State life and character. 

In his review of the Eraof Constitutional 
Development in America,” Mr. Scott shows 
how te encrvachments of the restrictive 
System“ were the forerunner of rebellion, 
and traces the conflict of the Coloniés with 
absolutisin down te the period of the Revo- 
lution. The author has led the way in the 
discussion of a series of topics that will bear 
further philosophical inquiry, and ought to 
receive it. The stvie of the writer is not al- 
ways very clear; bnt the volume as a whole 
is entitled to consideration and study. It is 
an octavo of 334 pages, well printed and 
bound.

The Catholic Family Annual for 1883, 
published by the Catholic Publication Society, 
New York, is out thus early.

Walter Buell has written a monograph on 
the hie of Joshua KR. Giddings, one of the earli- 
est and most earnest of the Northern abolition- 
ists, and the first Congressman from the West- 
ern Reserve, whence came in later years Wade 
and Garneid. Extracts are given from some of 
Giddings’ speeches, and though but a sketch the 
chosen field is well and fairly covered. 

A little book called “The Laundry” con- 
tains a good deal of useful information on a 
homely topic whichis of no little interest to 
mankind and womankiod. Poor lauudry work 
is an aggravation and perpetual torinent, as woll 
as aneyesore. Mucd of it is due to carelesness, 
and also much to ignorance. Here: is a treatise, 
simply and intelligeutly written, which wilt re- 
move the tatter dillicuity and do much to add to 
our physical comfort and the cleanliness of our 
linen. 

Prof. Colbert has added considerable new 
matter to Mr. Christie's littie science manual on 
“Astronomy.” He has, moreover, prefixed a 
very clear aad valuable map of the stars as a 
frontispiece. The preface declares that “a care- 
ful perusal of this little book will enable any 
person of ordinary intelligence to understand 
the basic facts of modern astronomy: and it 
will form a wood foundation on which to buiid 
up a more compreheasive knowledge of the sci- 
ence, if desired. 

Mr. M. F. Sweetser, who is engaged upon 
the Osgood series of guide-books, bas compiled 
a handbook of Boston harbor, which will prove 
ah attractive and trustworthy companion to 
those who visit its pleasant novuks, beaches, and 
islands, In addition to a description of all its 
famous lovalities, us well as of its more secluded 
injets, the work abounds in lervends and tradi- 
tions and much valuable historical information 
concerning the more noted resorts. It adds to 
the interest of the book that it is very prufusely 
and prettily illustrated. 

Mr. C. G. Walpole has written a very in- 
teresting and carefully prepared History of 
Ireland, intended to be popular and also con- 
densed as far as possible. In most Lrish histories 
we are favored with a tremendous dose of Celtic 
mythology, dependent soieiy on traditions and 
bav no foundation in fact. All these are dis- 
carded by thie writer and reiegated to the myva- 
terious reaims where they beiong, and from 
which they suould uever have been resurrected. 
Other eveats are fully and fairly discussed, and 
the volume is at least readable and well written.

Richard A. Proctor’s Easy Star Lessons ” 
is well filled with maps which are accurate and 
valuable. There are, however, rather more of 
them than are necessary, as the same ground is 
covered several times, In one of the maps or 
diagrams (p. 9) the relative magnitudes of the 
stars are improperly indicated, and an impor- 
tant star forming the sickle is entirely omitted. 
On page 28 the statement in regard to the num- 
ber of stars visible in the Pielades is mislead- 
ine. since 499 have. been counted instead of 
“90” There are many curious forms of ex- 
pression in the text, but on the Whole the book 
is reliable and should answer its purpose. 


The Rev. J. P. Peters has translated the 
third edition (1875) of Prof. MOlier’s political 
History of Recent Times, 1816-1875, with Special 
Reference to Germany.“ In presenting it to the 
puvlic in English tbe translator has somewhat 
ubridged the space allotted to Germany and en- 
larged that allotted to England, while omitting 
the Uni.ed States entirety. He also accord- 
ed siigbtly fuller mention to one ortwoof the 
secondary States; the several sections he has 
added, bringing the history to 1882, are almost ex- 
clusively bused upon Prot. Mililer’s aunual pub- 
lication. The work is commended to students 
and generai readers of history. 


Mr. Stoddard's story. Talking Leaves,“ is 
au Indian tale for young readers. It abounds 
in stirrime inoidents ot savage warfare on the 
plains, vivid descriptions of Indian life, man- 
ners, and thought., ane pleasing pictures of 
Southwestern scenery.

It says that 
notwithstanding the reduced crop the supply 
was sufficient, the stock carried over from 
the preceding season being larger than it was 
at first supposed to be. ‘he receipts of pea- 
nuts in Cincinnati during the year ending 
Oct, 1 were 302,975 bushels, and the total sup- 
ply 549,975 bushels. The shipments were 
405,280 bushels, and the stock on hand is es- 
timated at 79,540 bushels. The new crop 
promises to be a full average one in yield 
per acre, and the quality bids fair to be very

neasee, Dut Virginia re an increase, 
—— crop being estimated at 1,500,000 bushels. 
North Carolina will probably produce a 
la crop than ever before. It is estimated 
at £50,000 bushels. That of Tennessee is 
placed at 500,000.

Reformation in the Retail Frait and 
Vegetable Trade.

The Mulberry Tree and Silk Culture. 

The Russfan mulberry is thas 
acorrespondent of the Farmer and Fruit 
Grower, who lives near a colony of Russian 
After stating that 
these people were compelled by law in Rus- 
sla to cultivate this tree, and subsequently 
found it valuable as timber for fences and 


cabinetwork, etc., besides bearing an edible

d of this tree with them. 

They also ught the seed of several other 
but planted these more extensively than 
others combined. We beileve that several 

of these trees will prove very valuable to 
nurserymen and fruit growers in this country. 
The Kussian mulberry isa very rapid grower. 
Trees sed of which was planted by the 
Mennonites are now twenty feet pigh, and 
large enough for fence pusts. They grow very 
and bear abundant erops of fruit. This 

fruit resembies biackberries in appearunce. A 
— per cent are a jet biack, the baiance 
a white. They vary in flavor from sub- 
acid to sweet. When mixed with sometbing 
tart and made into dessert they are frequently 
juistuken for raspberries. The habits of growth 
of this tree are tike those of the apple tree.

In one 
of these instances less than half the required 
weight was applied in pressure, and the fod- 
der kept badiy. In another the stalks were 
put in whole and merely covered with earth, 
while in the absence of drainage the con- 
tents of the silo were deluged with water.

Sorghum is said to be growing in favor as 
a crop for feeding cattle, especially milch 
cows. It is nutritious, and the cattle are said 
to like it. But then Dr. Sturtevant, Director 
of the New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station, says of the seventeen varieties of 
sorghum grown to test their value for forage 
that they are in no case as prolific in forage 
as the larger-zrowing varieties of corn, and 
the yield of forage per acre will evidently be 
much less.

The Uvalde Hesperian describes the An- 
gora goat ranch of S. J. Arnold & Bro., situ- 
ated in the famous Nueces caion. Six years 
ago last July these gentlemen commenced 
with 875 goats and 1.400 head of sheep. Naw 
they have 4,000 of the former and 8,000 of the 
latter. Their losses in sheep will amount to 
about the same in money value as their pur- 
chases, while on the goat question they are 
$2,000 ahead of their losses, besides their in- 
crease. During this period their losses from 
disease and otherwise have not been over 2 
per cent on their goats. They run seven dif- 
ferent flocks which give steady employment 
to seven herders, besides a viciero (who su- 
perintends flocks). as well as extra hands to 
attend to other work on the ranch. In the 
shearing, lambing, and dipping seasons of 
course the number is greatly augmented. 
On this raneh the goats have been improved 
up by the best of thoroughbred billies until 
nowthe grades run from ope-half to tifteen-six- 
teenths. Last spring their goat clip amount- 
ed to 1,200 pounds, which was sold in New 
York at an average ot 40 cents. In common 
goats the profit lies iu the hides and tallow, 
which always command a good price, and the 
supply ot good meat in a shape that will not 
spoil in warm weather before it can. be used 
up. By using Angora sires a flock can be 
graded up so high that the wool is nore prof- 
itable than that of sheep, and the, auimal it- 
self is hardier, more prolific, and less ex- 
pensive.

& Michigan Canal to the General Govern- 
ment, as such a vote would stop all improve- 
ment by the Government until another vote 
on the subject by the people. 

The great need of this free waterway from 
St. Paul to the lakes is to make the cost of 
transport from the interior to the lake ports 
relatively as cheap as it is now from the lake 
ports to the seaboard. 

When this shail be accomplished trans- 
port will besocheap from the great pro- 
ducing districts as to enable the United 
States to continue to control for our 
cereals the markets of the Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and not 
a few of the markets of Continental Europe. 
Nothing but cheap transportation will ena- 
bile us to continue to control these markets. 
The construction of railways and canals in 
the Kast Indies, and Egypt to facili- 
tate and cheapeu cost of transport will eng- 
ble these countries to resume control of the 
markets named unless this country can off- 


set their reduction in cost of transport by 


lessening the cost of transport from the in- 
terior to the lake ports. 

Voters should remember on election dav 
that it was the wonderful reduction in freight 
made feasible by use of barges drawn by 
propellers on the lakes, and the reduction 
of toll ou the Erie Canal that enabled our 
farmers to ship their products to foreign 
markets at all. Without this reduction in 
freight corn might have been a substitute 
for coal as heretofore. It should also be re- 
membered on election day when voting on 
the canal question that cheap freight not only

Peddlers in Breeding Stock and 
the Mischief They Are 
Doing. 


The Economy in Breeding Heavy 
Draft-Horses as Compared 
with ‘Scrubs. 


Scotch Short-Horns—Lord Air- 
lie’s Bale of Angus 
Cattie.

In a Southern live-stock journal a sub- 
scriber protests in vigorous terms against in 
any way giving countenance or patronage to 
speculators in or peddlers of breeding stock. 
He charges that they pick the weeds from 
flocks and herdsof the North, and palm them 


off as animals of high breeding and great | 


worth upon unsuspicious men who wish to 
improve their live stock, but whose limited 
opportnnities for becoming acquainted with 
really good animals make them easy victims. 
This is especially the case where Jerseys or 
other dairy cattle are concerned, since there 
is less in their Outward appearance than in 
that of beef breeds to indicate to the un- 
skilled their value as breeders. 

It cannot be denied that many, perhaps 
most, of these speculators in breeding stock 
are tricky and dishonest. They rob those 
who buy of them, and sometimes those who 
sellto them, Their tricks are many, and 
warrant the use of the term swindlers in 
mentioning them as a class. They are an ut- 
terly useless evil; they bring discredit upon 
most meritorious breeds, and loss upon hen- 
orable breeders, since, by their glowing lies 
about the valued of the culls * wish to sell 
tor breeding stock, they create in the buyer 
hopes which can never be realized through 
the use of any but the best animals, and are 
almost certainly doomed to disappointment. 

Unfortunately, these scalpers are usually 
shrewd enough to keep within the limits of 
the law, so that there is little likelileed of 
proper punishinent following their swindling 
deeds, for they are far, from their victims 
long before the latter become aware of the 
impositions practiced. With the enterprise 
not infrequently shown by rascais, these 
scalpers are found acting as pioneers in 
fields which but for them would give to hon- 
orable breeders fairly luerative patronage. 
A few years ago they were flooding Kansas 
with “merine” sheep, Which they repre- 
sented of the purest breeding, but which 
were but ordinary grades, picked up on the 
farms of Michizan. Ohio, and States farther 
Kast. There ig reason for thinking that this 
work is now going on in Texas. It is easy 
to fita false pedigree to sheep or to swine, 
and to get far from the reach of the outraged 
buyer before the swindle can be detected. 
The scalpers depend largely for immunity 
npon the fact that most of thelr victims will 
accept as genuine the animals and the pedi- 
grees they furnish, and never make au effort 
to verify their truth. 

There is onesimple remedy for this state 
of affairs, It is to never buy an animal from 
a traveling sperulator. Honorable breeders 
having a habitation and a name well known 
to the public cau easily be found by any one, 
and, upon receiving from the buyer 3 de- 
scription of whiat he wants, or, better still, a 
description of stock already in the herd 
or ock of the buyer. or of the conditions un- 
der whieh the animals wanted are to be used, 
they will -eithef send such an animal or ani- 
mals as Will best serve the purpose or admit 
their inability to do so. The prices may 
sometimes seem high, but when the.buyer 
considers that if any animal sent upon an 
order fails to answer the description given in 
every particuldric can be returned to the 
breeder without cost to the intending pur- 
chaser, it will be seen that prices much high- 
er than those asked by irresponsible strang- 
ers can well be afforded. 


Praft+Hiorses vs. Scrubs. 

For healthy young horses of any of the 
heavy-diraft breeds there is always a ready 
demand from the cities, and, even in such 
hard times as followed the panic of 1873, at 
prices which give to the breeder a fair profit.” 
To raisea colt which at 3 years old Will 
weigh 1.400 to 1.600 pounds costs little more 
than to produce a scrub which at 4 years old 
will barely raise the bea at 1,000, The 
former will have required at his dam no 
longer retirement from active service on 
farm or read, little if any more food or care, 
and no more ‘shelter than will have been 
needed by the scrub—but the haif-breed 
Norman, or Clydesdale, or Euglish shire- 


| bred colt will readily sell for 8250 or more, 


where the serub can be crowded upto $100 
only with great difficulty. In times of busi- 
ness depression common horses can scarcely 
be given away, but the youne draft-horse 
will be readily taken by the wealthy business 
houses and gréat corporations of the cities. 
Few farihers in the States east of the Mis- 
sourl can plead that they cannot afford to 
buy or to pay for the service of a pure-vred 
draft-horse. Few large areas are without 
one or more stallions of good blood, and 


one can be easily bought by pooling funds 
where no one person can be found willing to 
purchase on his own account. Such invest- 
ments are offen very remunerative,and never 
unprofitable when managed with a reasonable 
degree of prudence, 


United States Meat Production, 
Tue Tripuse is indebted to the Hon. J.

For several years past the exportation has 
been about one-fourth of the pork products 
and nearly one-twelfth of the beef. A small 
amount of mutton is exported, and little else. 
About one-sixth of the domestic meat prod- 
ucts are exported. 

In the above, poultry, game, and fish are 
not considered. The average supply, upon 
the above estimate, is 150 pounds per capita, 
against 101 for Great Britain and fifty-one 
fur France. Most of the consumption of 
meats in France is in Paris and the towns. 
The average annual consumption of a family 
in the country there would barely supply for 
a month a family in the United States.

Recently published statements of a Wis- 
consin creamery show that from 211 average 
cows, for an average period of tive months 
and eleven days, the income was $26.51 per 
head. Estimating the season at eight months 
we would have an annual butter product 
worth $50.27; add the calf at $5, and the 
skim milk at 88. and the annual ineome is 
brought to 847.27. If to this the influénce of 
a good bull of one of the great butter-inak- 
ing breeds, as the Jerseys or the Ayrshires, 
be added, in a very few years the income 
may be easily brought up to at least 800 or 
$80 per year. In a herd of moderate size this 
improvement would pay for a high-priced 
bull every year. 

Much comment has been excited by records 
of Jersey cows which have made fourteen 
pounds or more of butter per week. This 
has brought the publication of records of 
milk and butter production of other breeds 
which will surprise those who have not 
been carefully observant in such matters. 
Thomas McCrea, Guelph, for years owned 
the pure Galloway cow Newbie Lass, which 
gave, for three months at a time, thirty 
quarts of milk per day. Her descendants 
may still be found in some American herds. 
Andrew McLellan owned in Scotland a Gal- 
loway cow. from the milk of which sixteen 
pounds of butter per week for four consec- 
utive months were made, and it is a matter 
of history that Mrs. Grahame, Hillend, 
Annan, Scotland, had for years a Galloway 
herd in which were cows which gave thir- 
teen, fourteen, and fifteen potinds of butter 
per week.

Ratiroad Extortion Cases. 

Nine cases were begun yesterday in the 
United States Circuit Court here against the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company to recover damages aggregating 
$95,600 for alleged extortion in railroad rates. 
The plaintiffs’ names are Theodore Pierce, 
William McCoy, Edward Brooks, II. M. 
Frantz, Israel Spurgin, Richard Gilchrist, 
John W. Balon, John Spurgin, and Robert 
B. Woodward, and they allege that they 
shipped stock from different points in War- 
ren County, and were charged extortionate 
prices and rates higher than the schedule 
fixed by the Railroad Commissioners, 
The défense of the road is that under their 
charter they had an unlimited right 
to charge whatever rate séemed to them just 
and reasonable, and that the Legislature 
could not interfere with that charter right. 
The cases were originally begun in the 
Cirenit Court of Warren County, and are now 
transferred to the Federal court. In a simi- 
lar ease recently Judge Drammond refused 
a motion to remand the suit, and held he had 
jurisdiction to hear it, and the present crop 
of cases brought here is the result.

Senator Horace 8. Clark, of Coles

Horace S. Clark was interviewed today con- 
cerning the proposed changes in the crimi- 
nal code, and replied as follows: 


Iam not in favor gonesaly of amending the 
criminal code. Whiie I think some changes 
would be beneficial, radical cha in the law 
are apt to work great injury. very man is 
presumed to know the law—yes, he is bound to 
know it at his peril. The great mass of man- 
kind do not read the law books to learn the law. 
Tuev learn it in their walks, conversation, ob- 
servation, and general knowledge of the actions 
of others which receive the approbation of 

men Or their disappruval. The laws of the State 
should be in harmony and nut in conflict with 
the general sense of wat is just and right, and 
should by amendment or repeal keep apace 
therewith. If a man, though unlettered, does 
what isrigbt be sbould be assured that he is 
Violating no law, and if be does what is wroug 
be should be assured that there is not only a 
remedy in the law for the damage done, but 
that there is also power, speedy and sure, to 
punish him for the wrong against society ade- 
quate to the nature of the wrong done or crime 
committed, and whenever this is not so by gen- 
eral acceptance of the courts the statutes of the 
State should be amended so as to insure such 


result. 

Idonotthink that Judges should have any 
discretion in the matter of changes of venue, 
either civil or criminal. Judicial discretion is a 
power fruught with great danger, not only to the 
citizen but to the State; it is always unknown, 
uncertain not general, and different in differ- 
ent meu. Laws should be general and certain, 
and should affect all alike, and the courts should 
admiuister the law as they und it written. If 
the safeguards against improper chauges of 
venus are not strong enough, the statute should 
be amended in that regard. 

Juries should be the judges of the law as well 
as of the facts, otherwise there would be but 
two persuns connected with the trial, presumed 
to know the law, and responsibie for such 
knowledge, or want thereof. One, tue Judge 
upon the bench, dn able jurist, who bas spent 
perbaps the better part gf an ordinary lifetime 
in reading, studying, and learning the rule of 
human conduct from the “ tablets of stone” down 
through allages to the present time, in all their 
bearings, niceties, and technicalities; the other 
one. the prisoner at the bar, but a commun man, 
with the intelligence and the impulses of a com- 
mon man. The defeudant must know the law 
ai his peril, and I insist that be should be tried 
under the law as it is known, and telt, and un- 
derstood by common men, and not under the 
cold and rigid law as understood and interpreted 
by the learned Judge upon the bench. If the 
jury know pot the law, and are unable to apply 
the law to the facts from a want of such knowl- 
edge, then | ingist that the defendant ougbt not 
to be held responsibie under the law which he 
does not know and which is not known by com- 
mon men. If de is to be held responsible under 
the law, whether be knows it or not, theu should 
he be tried under the law by those who make 
not the law a study otherthan to guide them- 
seives in life, and not to impart such knowledge 
by teaching to others or judging tor others. 

[am notin favor of changing the present 
manner of iastructing juries. The charges of 
the court should be in writing and should be 
preserved. 

1 do not think that State’s- Attorneys should 
be permitted to amend an indictment ia any 
particular. So long as the grand-jury system is 
muintuined. their actions and findings should be 
preserved as perfect and inviolate as any other 
part of the records of the court; besides, it 
would be likely to lead to loose practice on the 
part of State's-Attorneys, and would bea con- 
stant source of trouble, error, aud uncertainty. 

I see no reason why bail should not be granted 
to defendants after a first_convicuon lu proper 


ses. 

I don’t think the Supreme Court ought to be 
restricted to questions of law. The law and the 
facts are inseparable iu a criminal case. 

I cannot comprenend what traversable issue 
there could be io an application for a suver- 
sedeas which could possibly result in any benefit 
or q 
lo answer to the question, “ Why should not 
affidavits for a new trial on the ground of new- 
ly-discovered evidence be traversed?” 1 will 
state that, in addition to other requirements, 
such as no want of reasonable diligence, not 
being known before the trial, not cumulative, 
etc., the very truth of the matter must beshowa 
to the court by the affidavit of the party who 
knows of the fact of bis own personal kaowl- 
edge, or good reasons sbown for the want there- 
of, aud a fact may be shown and established by 
one witness as well as by a hundred, and a fuct 
cannot be established under the practice on this 
subject unless it is true without perjury, and if 
true it cannot be overturned without perjury, 
tor which crime there is au adequate punish- 
ment.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market exhibited no new 
features. There was a moderate inquiry tor 
money on country accouut, but rather larger 
offerings of city paper at some of the banks. 
Rates were quoted tirm at 6@8 per cent on time, 
mostly at 7 per cent, with 6 per cent ou dewand, 
with first-class paper. The movement of cur- 
rency to the country continues light. 

Eastern exchange was firm. Some quoted a 
discount of B per $1,000; but most of the sales 
between banks were at par. 

The local demand for Government securities 
was more uctive. Several large sales have been 
made within the past week. 

The aggregate of clearings of the local banks 
was 18. 80,000, being the smallest of the week 
thus far. 

Sterling exchange was firmer. It opened with 
posted rates at 481@485%, and advanced . 
closing firm, with actual at 481@485%. Docu- 
mentary quoted at 478@478%. Continental bills 
averaged firmer, as follows: Bankers’ francs, 
628%@519%; documentary bills, 529%@528\;

Wann,. The movement was inoderate. 

The New York stock market opened dull and 
steadier, but With a firmer tone.

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday and less strong; but there was tittle 
weakness. Receipts of grain were again light, 
except in bariey, and provisions sympathized 
wita corn; but there was less buying and more 
disposition to unload at an advance. 

Provisions were steadier, with less doing. Liv- 
erpool reported 6d decline on short clears, and 
the local hog market was quoted lower, while 
the supply of hogs promises to be larger. But 
corn was Urmer, and stocks of hog prod- 
uct are being rapidiy reduced. The chief 
points in the market were more outside orders 
to sell May lard, and a free buying of January 
pork by a local capitalist who seemed to be 
selling about an equal quantity for November.

On the 
afternoon call November pork was weak, and 
the rest averaged easy in tone. 

Fiour was more active, with a steady tone, 
except on the low grades.

Wheat was irreguiar in tone, without much 
change in prices. The market was strong on 
spot and tame on futures.

The outside 
grades sold 4@Xc bigher, being in good shipping 
demand, with only a light supply. The receipts 
of the day by rail were only 102 car-loads, and 
prominent parties said there is no promise of an 
increase in the near future, while Liverpool re- 
ported a fair demand and firmertone.
